Canvas ol the City 


Newton proposes to lead the state, 
in proportion to Its size. In subscrip- 
tions to the Liberty lyoan. It is real- 
ized that many of its citizens will sub- 
scribe through Boston banking houses 
but it is hoped that a record of such 
subscriptions may bo obtained so 
that this city will get credit for what 
it really does. 

To assist the people of Newton In 
doing what they will all want to do 
to help the government raise the two 
billions necessary, the Liberty Loan 
Committee of Newton has appointed 
’ a chairman for each village, who shall 
have charge of the work there. These

The committee’s executive commit- 
tee consists of these gentlemen, with 
'' the Hon. Seward W. Jones as chair- 
man. 

. In general the plan of campaign is 
a house to house canvas of the seve- 
ral villages. In some of them this 
is already well organized and In the 
others it will be as soon as possible. 
Waban, in its usual hustling spirit 
. already has its canvassers in line and 
the work began today with an address 
to the Home Guard after its morning 

• drill and every house will be visited 
by two canvassers. 

In West Newton, the district has 
been divided into nine sections, one of 
. which has been assigned to each of 
the following; Herbert M. Cole, Wil- 
liam T. Glidden Jr., John A. Paine, 
Carl E. Pickhardt, Jas. A. Hutchinson, 
Arthur C. Dunmore, Jos.

These 
subcommittees' will probably be en- 
larged for the actual work of can- 
vassing. Cards have been sent out to 
all houses in W’est Newton notifying 
people to expect the canvasser.

The Newton Liberty Loan Commit- 
tee respectfully asks that the people 

• of this city assist the gentlemen who 
are making the canvas of the city for 
subscriptions in every possible way. 
Do not regard the call as a piece of 
Impertinence, for these men are put- 
ting in a very large amount of time 
and hard work purely as a matter of 
patriotic duty. There is nothing in it 
for them except labor and the people 
generally can show their appreciation 

I of their efforts and make the work of 
the canvassers a pleasure by leceiving 
them cordially and giving their sub- 
scriptions readily or if bonds have 
been bought already giving that in- 
formation cheerfully. What under 
some circumstances might he an em- 
‘ barrassment can be made pleasant for 
all by a little cooperation. 

The Part of the buiiks'V 

The United States Government thru 
the Federal Reserve Board is using 
the banks for the handling of this 
loan. The banks are responding nobly. 


giving their entire facilities and spend- 
ing their own good money for adver- 
tising the loan. The cost to the banks 
and bankers of the country will be 
enormous and the Newton Banks are 
doing their full share. All this work 
is without profit to themselves; do 
not forget that. 

This is the service the Newton 
Banks are rendering the country and 
the citizens in this great enterprise 

They will receive subscriptions to 
the loan. 

They will take care of the bonds in 
their own vaults for purchasers as 
long as they wish them to do so with- 
out any expense to the owner of the 
bond. • 

They will assist people to buy the 
bonds, if the money to pay for them is 
not on hand, in the following manner; 
taking a $50 bond as an example: — 
The purchaser pays $1 at the time of 
subscription (which must be before 
June 16 and should bo at once) and 
then $2 for the week ending June 30 
and thereafter $2 each week through 
Dec. 8 and $1 in the week ending Dec. 
15 At that time the bond will be de- 
livered to the buyer without the first 
coupon. This will be retained by the 
bank In lieu of interest, none being 
charged the buyer. Therefore the 
bond will have cost Just $50, without 
interest being paid or received by him 
during the time the transaction is be- 
ing completed. 

Other Local Efforts 

The local merchants, through the 
Newton Board of Trade, are powerfully 
assisting the loan committee. For In- 
stance, they are distributing with their 
bills, slips advertising the loan. They 
are paying out of their own advertis- 
ing funds for newspaper advertising 
in connection with their own adver- 
tising. They are placarding their 
show windows. And they are sub- 
scribing themselves to the bonds. 

The clergymen of the city are aid- 
ing materially by appeals from their 
pulpits to subscribe to the bonds. 

The labor unions are opening their 
lodge meetings to speakers on this 
subject. 

Employers of labor are urging and 
assisting their employees to buy the 
bonds. 

Organizations of all kinds are work- 
ing and not least those of the women. 

The Newton newspapers are gener- 
ous of their space, which represents 
money, in placing this matter before 
their readers. 

The results up l<» YOU 

All this is a fine example of patriot- 
ism and civic endeavor. But after all 
it is results that count. The bonds 
must be bought or the whole thing is 
a failure. It is up to every man, wo- 
man and chlhl, who has, or better 
who can save, the money to have at 
least one bond. Do not salve your 
conscience by buying a $50 one if you 
can take $100 or $500 or a thousand. 

Don’t be a slack- 
er. .The armies and the navies of 
America can’t fight our battles unless 
the people furnish the money.

BOY scorns 


Annual Rally and Field Day Interest Many 
at Clallin Field 


The Rally and Field Day of the 
Boy ScoutB of District 8 of Greater 
Boston was held on Claflin Field, 
Newtonvllle, on Saturday afternoon, 
and the grand-stand was filled with 
admiring relatives and friends of the 
360 lads who answered the call. 

Fourteen troops were present, 11 
from Newton, 2 from Needham, and 
1 from Wellesley. Mr. James C. Ir- 
win the district scoutmaster was In 
charge and the individual troops were 
under command of a scoutmaster and 
assistants. 

The orders of the Day included re- 
ports from the various scoutmasters 
and was followed by the sounding of 
the call for the colors and the recep- 
tion of the colors. The troops then 
formed for inspection by President 
John H. Eddy of the District Eight, 
Mayor Edwin O. Childs, President 
Charles C. Jackson of the Greater 
Boston Council, O. E. Loomis, Scout 
Commissioner, and a committee con- 
sisting of General James G, White, 
Aldermen Reuben Forknall and John 
W. Murphy, and Mr. E. C. Adams of 
the Classical High School. After In- 
spection the troops marched In re- 
view before His Honor, the Mayor. 

The line then reformed and the 
scout oath was repeated In unison, 
followed by a display of the colors, 
and the pledge to the flag, and the 
return of the colors. The boys then 
arranged themselves for the various 
exhibitions and sports which were 
on the program. 

Interesting exhibitions were given 
of pyramid building, bandaging, and 
litter work, and the rapidity with 
which a trek cart could bo- turned 
into a dining table with benches and 
back again. The bugle and drum 
corps under the impressive leader- 
ship of Drum Major Perry gave a 
most creditable exhibition of Its skill, 
the work of the bass drummers being 
quite spectacular. 

The various sports aroused a great 
deal of interest and enthusiasm. The 
first was an antelope race in which 
toanis of eight boys were entered 
from nearly every troop. Each boy 
took hold of the trousers band of the 
one in front of him, and the race was 
won by the team which could run the 
required distance without breaking 
away or falling down. Troop 1 was 
first and troop 4 second in this event. 

The pony express was not "the 
same’’ as has been noted in the news- 
papers of late, but consisted of stated 
teams of boys, who carried one of 
their number l)y relays from one end 
of the field to the other. Troop 4 w'on 
this race with troop 10 second. 

The leap frog race also by teams 
and the rapidity with which the field 
could be cleared of the contestants 
was remarkable. Troop 1 won this 
race with troop 4 second.

Brilliant Affair Held at Newtonville by 
Newton Federatioi of Women 


An advance agent of the "rare day

Busy hands swiftly converted the 
Claflin Field Into an ideal pageant 
ground with a stage roped off In the 
denter. From flag staffs at the cor- 
ners floated the stars and stripes and 
red, white and blue were everywhere 
conspicuous. At one end of the field 
were the refreshment tables, and at 
the other patient ponies and a long 
suffering donkey filled eager children 
with delight. The stately trees with 
their tender foliage — all that remains 
to suggest the beauty of the old 
CUaflin estate — formed a fitting back- 
ground to the festive scene. Promptly 
at two-thirty the girls’ chorus and the 
orchestra from the West Newton 
Music School filed to their places and 
opened the pageant appropriately with 
the singing of "America.'^ followed 
by “The Battle Hymn of the Ilepubllc’’ 
and “The Star Spangled Banner” in 
which, the assembled multitude Joined. 
The other numbers followed In quick 
succession with little or no delay, so 
that the whole program was put 
through in even shorter time than had 
been scheduled. The Girl Scouts in 
their Drill March made a fine show- 
ing for their first public appearance. 
The group of pupils from the Stearns 
School came next singing National 
airs. Then came the Boy Scouts with 
demonstrations of flremaklng without 
matches, of the trek cart and flag 
and whistle signalling. Fifty children 
from the Bowen School at Thompson- 
vllle, conveyed thither through the 
generosity of various owners of auto- 
mobiles, rendered creditably folk 
dances. Grade I giving Greeting and 
Meeting. Skip Two Mamou, and Dance 
of Greeting: Grade II. Come Little 
Partner. I see you. Kinder Polka; 
Grade HI and IV. Tassy was a Welch- 
man. Swiss Dance. Carrousel; Grade 
V and VI. Swedish Schottlsche, Crust- 
ed Hon, Normandische, Klat Dans. 
Then came the Camp Fire Girls in cos- 
tume, with their Wohelo Call, and 
song. Burn Fire Burn, and their dem- 
onstrations of camping, tent raising, 
plcnlcing, housekeeping, surgical 
dressing, gardening, flag raising, and 
motion song.

Memorial Day of 1917 will long be 
remembered for the splendid exhibi- 
tion of patriotism and the deep feel- 
ing of our people for the nation and 
the part it is taking in the great 
world struggle of the times. 

Charles Ward Post 62. G. A. R.. with 
its rapidly depleting ranks held the 
place of honor, as usual, but the 
splendid appearance of the Newton 
Constabulary, as the Home Guard is 
officially known, was the principal 
feature of the usual parade. Com- 
pany C, 5th Regiment, with nearly 
war time strength and the numerous 
troops of Boy Scouts, also met with 
hearty approval, and all In all. it was 
the best Memorial Day observance for 
many years. 

The morning was taken up as usuai 
with details of Post members visit- 
ing the graves of their comrades in 
the cemeteries of the city and by the 
impressive exercises at St. Mary’s 
Church yard. Newton Lower Falls, at 
which Rev. W. F. Preston of the Per- 
rin Memorial Church was the speak- 
er. This was followed by the beauti- 
ful ceremony of casting flowers on 
the waters of the nearby Charles 
river, in memory of the sailor dead. 

The members of Charles Ward Post, 
the Chief Marshal. Mayor Childs and 
his official staff were the guests of the 
.Newton Highlands Improvement So- 
ciety at luncheon at noon, served in 
Lincoln Hall, and their hospitality 
was unbounded. 

Following lunch, the parade was 
formed in the vicinity of the Hyde 
school, and preliminary to marching 
to the Newton Cemetery, some inter- 
esting exercises were held from a plat- 
form erected on Lincoln street in front 
of the school house. 

President Howard Whitmore of the 
Improvement Society gave a brief ad- 
dress and introduced .Mayor Childs, 
who spoke on the significance of the 
day and the need of the hour. The 
school children, under the direction of 
Principal C. D. Miller, sang the "Star 
Spangled Banner." gave the pledge to 
the Flag, repeated the Civic Creed and 
sang "America.” 

The procession then reformed and 
marched thru Lincoln and Walnut 
streets to the Newton Cemetery, where 
the largest crowd for many years wit- 
nessed the usual exercises around the 
Soldiers Monument. 

Commander S. F. Chase of Charles 
Ward Post was in charge and received 
repoiits from the various details who 
had been a: woik that morning in dec- 
orating the graves in the city. Past 
Commander Geo. .M. Fiske acted as 
Chaplain. .Mr. Samuel P. Putnam, who 
has filled that office for the past 15 
years, not being equal to that task. 
Little .Mary .McElroy of Newton recited 
the Gettysburg address and the band 
played "America." Taps were sound- 
ed and repeated from various parts of 
the Cemtery. while a firing squad 
from Company C gave three volleys at 
ihd conclusion of the exercises. The 
markers at the monument were Mrs. 
Gertrude Gass, Mrs. Elsa Malloy. Mrs. 
Edward .N. Soulis and Miss Frances 
Cahill. 

The line then reformed and march'ed 
thru Walnut street to Post headquar- 
ters at Temple Hall. Newtonville, be- 
ing reviewed by Mayor Childs and 
staff opposite the .Newton Club.

Mayor Childs was the first speaker 
and was given three hearty cheers. 
He said in part: On this Memorial Day 
we look backward and forward, back- 
ward to a fearful struggle between 
brothers, and forward to a greater 
struggle between nations. Slavery was 
not the immediate issue of the Civil 
War. foi- only one eighth of the South 
owned slaves. The great issue of that 
war was on account of the Union. In 
1861 there was no such spirit of na- 
tional unity as exists today. There 
were two ideals of life and two con- 
ceptions of state and a conflict was in- 
evitable. for it was a conflict between 
feudalism and democracy, and there 
was no appeal except to a court of 
war. But out of sorrow sunshine 
springs, and that war welded this na- 
tion into a union never to be broken. 
So today, in Europe, there is a conflict 
of ideals and civilizations, which will 
ultimately bi-lng all the nations of the 
world closer together, and autocracy 
and aristocracy will give way to de- 
mocracy. The United Slates has a great 
mission and each of us has a task to 
perform. Let us show the world that we 
can work together and create and up- 
hold a social order that is wise and 
free. 

Capt. H. D. Cormerais also received 
an ovation. He hoped that every man 
in the city between 21 and 31 years of 
age would at least endeavor to enlist 
before June 1st. He declared that the 
man who waits for the draft is as 
much of a slacker as if he had never 
been called. The drafted man he said 
will be the sufferer, he will have no 
sympathy and his officers will not be 
interested in his welfare. He compli- 
mented Co. C saying that in two years 
it had risen in rank from number 12 to 
number 1 in the 5th Regiment. They 
had 144 men now in the ranks and 
needed 6 more. During their five 
months service on the border, there 
had' been but one court martial in the 
Company and he was proud of them. 

Alderman Henry I. Harriman spoke 
for the city government and said that 
it was most fitting that once a year 
we should lay everything aside and 
pay tribute to the Ideals for which this 
country has stood and to the men who 
had fought to maintain those ideals. 
He gave a brief account of many of 
the world wide events which had taken

The action of the Middlesex & Bos- 
ton Street Railway Company in an- 
nouncing an increase in rates of fare 
has been anticipated since the recent 
increase in wages was decided by the 
arbitration board. It is certain that 
strong protests will be made to the 
Public Service Commission in regard 
to the proposed increase and that the 
approval of that body to the increase 
will not be obtained except after a 
vigorous fight.

Alderinaii Harriman 

At last our country has come into 
the conflict, after great patience, af- 
ter great deliberation, and because it 
is the only right and just thing that 
we should do. It is difficult to realize 
that the army of Louis the 14th is less 
than the number of prisoners taken 
hy the Italians from Austria in a 
week. Under Napoleon, the nations 
first came into arms; war became a 
matter of the entire nation but not a 
matter of its industries. Now. war is 
a matter of every man. woman, and 
child in the country, and for every 
man it is necessary to have six wo- 
men in trade and industry, making 
munitions for use on the battle line. 
The duty lies not only with the peo- 
ple who are going to the front, hut it 
lies with us who are staying at home. 
Before unfurling the flag and before 
introducing the first speaker, I wish 
to express on behalf of the citizens 
of Newton our appreciation of the 
splendid work which has . been done 
by the firemen of this district in rais- 
ing the money for this flag. 1 wish 
,to thank Mr. Moore and his committee 
and all of you who have contributed 
toward this affair. 

.Mayor Ulillils 

I want first of all to congratulate 
the men of this section of our city 
for their patriotism and generosity 
which makes these exercises possible 
and I want to thank all of you who 
have braved this storm today to come 
here and hy your presence help 
to make their etTorts a success. This | 
is Memorial Day Sunday; it is our 
great national Sabbath. It is a day 
we face this year witli profound 
thoughtfulness ami solicitude. It is 
a day which belongs usually to the 
Grand Army of the Republic and I am 
very glad to welcome here today some 
of those ifton, members of Post 02, 
men who .50 years ago in our great 
national crisis vindicated their Ideals 
and showed the world the sort of ma- 
terial of which humanity is made. I 
uni glad to welcome with them their 
sons and their daughters. It is a 
pleasure also to see here some who 
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I ralllod to the colors In 18!>8 and to 
1 see more who Inst year went to the 
I border and today stand ready for ser- 
, vice on foreign soil. We are glad to 
have with ns too the members of 
some of the fraternal organizations of 
this seetlon of tho city, men who 
stand for charity, for justice, for 
unity, for brotherly love, for truth, 
and for friendship, men who are 
striving to make their fellows bet- 
ter and who are trying to make this 
world a better jilace. I think It Is a 
pretty fair old world after all. and 
yet I think that we will all admit that 
tho old world needs a little more love 
and a little more loyalty, and the 
men of these fraternal organizations 
are striving to supply some of those 
qualities. 1 am sure 1 speak what Is 
in your hearts as well as what Is In 
my own to say that we are honored 
today hy tho prosonco of two dis- 
tinguished men; one. no stranger to 
this city, a man who has “held the 
highest office in this Commonwealth, 
and the other, one of our own nnm- 
her, who has honored ns in tho conn 
cll of tho nation. Wo have met hero 
today to unfurl in this placet In this 
business section, tho flag of our coun- 
try, and I am glad that we meet to do 
it on the Sabbath day. I have a very 
strong feeling that the man who 
learns the lessons of religion can hot- 
ter understand the principles which 
are embodied in this flag, because I 
know that the man who is true to the 
symbol of religion will be true to the 
emblem of his country. It is a ban- 
ner of truth and equality. It pro- 
claims tho equality of all men before 
the law. It assures the right to each 
one of ns to make the most of our 
life. When wo stand under this flag, 
we connot stand as democrats or re- 
publicans or prohibitionists, we can- 
not stand as Catholic or Protestant 
or Jew. we cannot stand as rich man 
or poor, but we stand as Americans, 
as brothers sharing the responsibili- 
ties of citizenship in the greatest 
government on the face of the earth. 
As we gaze upon this flag, as we 
gaze upon it from office or from store 
or from shop, may it ever stimulate 
each one of ns to tho performance of 
our full duty. 

Hon. Saiiniel L. Powers 

This is the flag under which the 
veterans fought in 1861; It is the same 
flag which our boys carried in the 
war with Spain; that was with Dewey 
and in Cuba; it is the same flag which 
today floats in the little contingent on 
tho soil of Northern France in the 
war that is about to commence be- 
tween this country and the great war 
power of Europe. That flag, mv 
friends, has never tasted defeat, thau 
flag will never taste defeat, because 
hack of that flag are the principles 
of equal rights of humanity and back 
of that flag stands 100 million peo- 
ple who believe in humanity and who 
believe in equal rights. It is a great 
country in which wo live. That flag 
represents this country, and this 
country represents not war but the 
arts of peace; that whenever we are 
called upon to defend the rights of 
our citizens we will march under the 
stars and stripes for the defence of 
those rights. Wherever that flag floats 
back of it stands the American people. 
We arc going to show' to the w'orld 
the genius of the American people 
in turning from the arts of peace to 
the arts of war. My mind goes hack 
to the day in ISGl when I heard the 
bugle calling the men to arms as it 
calls them to arms today and I re- 
member when these boys w'ent out. 

I remember when they returned. I 
remember when that army, hardened 
hy service In the field, turned their 
faces northward after the war and 
imdted away into the mass of the 
people. The stars and stripes. They 
stand for tho genius of the people, 
and whatever may come, that flag will 
stand for all that Is best in the char- 
acter of the American people. 

Ex-tiov. Walsh 

This is a remarkable demonstration. 
We would not be so impressed if on 
a bright, sunny day. thousands of the 
people of this city came out to wit- 
ness the unfurling of the flag,' but on 
such a day as this to see such num- 
bers assembled to pledge their af- 
fection and their loyalty to the Hag 
of their country, is indeed most im- 
pressive. and I congratulate the com- 
mittee and the people of this city 
upon the splendid example of pa- 
triotism which they give today to the 
f’ommonwealih and to the country. 
When we came together on other oc- 
casions to unfurl the flag, we came 
for the purpose of showing our real 
affection and our obedience to the law 
and the government which the flag 
rejiresents. hut today we come for a 
different purpose. We come for the 
purpose of pledging devotion and 
sacrifice to the flag of our country 
hecauso our country today is facing 
one of the greatest crisis in the'hls- 
t«)ry of our land, indeed in the his- 
tory of the world. Into tho most 
dreadful war of all history we have 
entered, a war which has caused a 
greater loss of human life than any 
sinct; Christ came, which has caused 
riH,r,; poverty, more suffering, more 
heartache.s, than all the wars put to- 
gether. lnt(j this war we have come, 
reluctant, not wishing It, not expect- 
ing it, hut forced hy eircumstances. 
forced hy the fact that we must rej,- 
resent to the world that the princi- 
ples which tho flag stunds for shall 
not he insulted, shall not he dis- 
honored. .shall not he restricted on 
any laml or Rea the world over. And 
ai. if 1 read aright your hearts, you 
have come here as humble children 
of your great government in tlie 
presence of your flag, und you hy 
your presence say to your mayor, 
your governor, your president, to 
your government itself, “What can I 
do to serve you, how can I help 
you. what do you ask of me'.' 
.Money*' every hurden that taxa- 

i tlon may impose upon me, willingly 
and gladly will 1 give it; restrictions 
and limitations of my pleasures? 
ye.s. <heerfully und gladly, that too; 
^•'Tltlce. HufferinK. har<lshlp8? yes. 
all of them; pain und anxiety, <! ath 
it.Hclf? ull of us here pledge Ciesc 
..acrlfices." You stand for the prin- 
ciples und for the policies which the 
American flag represents to humanity 
the world over. Wlien tliese veterans 


as young mon in ’61 went forth to 
fight for their country, they wont 
forth cheerfully and gladly to fight 
for the preservation of the union, for 
Iho holding together of tho United 
States of America, and for the free- 
dom of the black man. to have the 
iwtnclplo once for all estahUahod hy 
this war that no matter what a man’s 
color was. no matter what hla race 
was. ho was entitled to enjoy equal 
rights, equal privileges. The call 
that has come to ns Is of a different 
nature. 1 saw a picture the other 
day of a young .American dressed in 
his new uniform and with his gun at 
his side, hut there was an expression 
on his face that seemed to carry him 
into a far distant land. There was 
not tho cheerful, willing, ready, quick 
action of the soldiers of by-gone days 
because, my friends, this war moans 
that our hoys must go Into an at- 
mosphere where no news can come 
to their loved ones of the dangers, ami 
of the trials, yet upon the face ot this 
young American soldier was confi- 
dence, determination to do his duty. 
And every one of ns must follow tho 
example of «)nr young mon who are 
pledged to their country and who not 
only are to sacrifice their lives hut go 
across into foreign lands, among peo- 
ple speaking a different language 
different climate, different surround 
ings. and there, they must see that 
they bring homo to ns victory, he 
cause, my friends, wo cannot, wo must 
not. w'e will not, fail, for failure 
means tho substitution of the govern 
ments of the old world for the gov- 
ernment which that flag stands for. 
Equality of opportunity, eqmllty of 
privilege is what America stands for, 
and the qualities involve equality’ of 
sacrifice, and if these hoys, our yoiing 
manhood, are willing to sacrifice their 
lives, what should not every American 
man, woman and child w'ho remains 
at homo bo willing to sacrlflco? If 
those young men are willing to en- 
counter the hardships and tho diseases 
and tho sacrifices involved in the most 
cruel and deadly w’ar In all history, 
oh! what should be our contribution? 
All wo have. We must remember ev- 
ery day in this conflict that w’o must 
see that the progress man has made 
hero in establishing free institutions 
shall not recede, and failure means 
all of that. Failure means destruc- 
tion. the end of the progress of man 
in ostahlishing free and independent 
governments in this w’orfd. Tyranny, 
oppression, deceit, anarchy, autoc- 
racy, are the forces wo are fighting 
against; truth, justice, equality, honor, 
decency, are on our side. And, my 
friends, •we can go away from this 
splendid meeting today each one of 
us determined that we will do our 
part cheerfully and gladly and will- 
ingly, that we will see to it after this 
fight is over that in our day and gen- 
eration we preserve all that the flag 
stands for, and when our work Is over 
and victory has come home to us — be- 
cause it must he victory, there can be 
no other answer, all must be sacri- 
ficed for victory must come — we w’ill 
have the supreme joy that as future 
generations come, none of them can 
look upon our day and say we fal- 
tered, say we hesitated, say we set 
back the march of progress and civili- 
zation, and they will bless our mem- 
ory that we held together all tho prin- 
ciples that the American flag stands 
for and that we handed over to our 
children’s children the greatest gov- 
ernment that God ever decreed, broad- 
ened and enlarged and expanded be- 
cause of the new courage, new vir- 
tues. new Inspiration that comes from

WAR LOANS 


Great Britain’s estimated wealth is 
$85,000,000,000; she has made three 
great loans since the commencement 
of the war, aggregating $10,000,000,- 
000. Her last loan was for $4,870,- 
000,000, which was the greatest singl6 
loan ever fioated In the history of 
the world. It was taken up in 30 
days, 5.2S9.000 individuals subscribing 
to the loan. One person in every 11 
inhabitants of the United Kingdom 
subscribed in this loan, and the aver- 
age subscription was $950, though a 
great many subscribers took only £1. 
or about $5. The great numlter of 
subscribers to this loan is pointed 
out as evidence of the patriotism of 
the British people. 

Germany’s wealth is estimated at 
$80,000,000,000. Germany has put out 
five loans since the commencement of 
the war, aggregating $11,750,000,000. 
In Germany’s latest loan 1 person in 
13 of the population Is reported to 
have subscribed, and the average 
amount taken by each subscriber was 
$700. 

Taking into consideration these 
figures, the $5,000,000,000 loan of the 
United States with an estimated 
wealth of $220,000,000,000 and a pop- 
ulation of over 100,000,000 seems al- 
most small. With a wealth nearly 
three times as great as that of Great 
Britain It is trying to borrow less 
than one-half of what Great Britain 
has borrowed. With a population one 
and one-half times as large as that of 
Germany our loan is much less than 
half of the amount that Germany has 
borrowed. 

America’s Lllierty Loan is less than 
one-sixth of the liank deposits in our 
country. An ordinary borrower does 
not think he is ruining himself when 
he borrows 40 percent of the value of 
his property. The United States is 
borrowing less than 3 per cent of its 
wealth.

President Wilson has become an 
ally of the Maryland suffragists in 
their fight for the passage of the 
Presidential suffrage amendment at 
the coming special session of the Leg- 
islature.

SPEaAL AID WORK 

Interesting Report of Recent Activities of 
the Ladies 


A large and Interested audience 
gathered In Channlng Church parlors 
last Friday afternoon to hoar about 
the work done by the Special Aid So- 
ciety. 

In the rear of the room, a large 
number of articles were placed on ex- 
hibition, the results of one week’s 
labor. 

Mrs. H. H. Powers, the president, 
In opening the meeting, explained the 
object of Its organization. 

As was shown by the report of the 
secretary, Mrs. George Owen, the so- 
ciety organized March 30, with 
Channlng Church as headquarters for 
work, and Hunncwell Club as ofllclal 
headquarters. 

The treasurer. Miss Henry, said the 
present enrollment was 151. 

Mrs. S. W. Bridges, chairman of 
the membership committee, spoke 
especially of the value of the card 
catalogue, and urged any not mem- 
bers to register at once. 

Mrs. Edward M. Moore, chairman 
of the Work committee, showed that 
a vast amount of work had been ac- 
complished. The surgical caps, pil- 
lows, ether stockings, etc., total 738. 
Over 150 pounds of wool have been 
used, and the knitted articles, such 
as sweaters, socks, helmets, etc., 
number 127. With 216 bags sent ’to 
Commonwealth Pier, and 75 articles 
supplied Company C, the total out- 
put for four weeks’ services ds 1156. 

Mrs. H. A. Nealley told of the 6 
classes formed each with a member- 
ship of from ten to twelve. These 
are the Economical cooking classes 
under Miss Nagle; also there are two 
classes In Fir.st Aid, and two In Home 
Nursing. 

Three hundred Cook books have 
been sold by this branch. A class in 
Canning Is organizing to meet at the 
Vocational High School. This course 
of three lessons will begin Thursday 
afternoon. May 31 at two o’clock. 

Miss Lathe, chairman of the Social 
Service committee, told of the large 
number of garden plots under culti- 
vation, the gardeners ranging In age 
from' 7 to 70 years. Her assistant, 
Mrs. Henry, gave some items of In- 
terest on plowing. 

Miss Horsfall reported the work 
of the Junior Branch, which, she 
said, numbered 276 boys and girls 
most of whom are actively engaged in 
service. The Boy and Girl Scouts are 
not Included In the Junior Branch, 
but are also busily at work on pa- 
triotic affairs. The Girl Scouts are 
organized under Miss Cunningham, 
and w’lll soon become a uniformed 
company. 

The Active Corps, very recently or- 
ganized is under the direction of 
Miss H. Fredericks. She said there 
are 15 members at present. Their 
work is to act as swift and intelligent 
distributing agents. 

Passing to the outside aflillations, 
Mrs. Franklin Smith spoke of the co- 
ordination of all the Newton Special 
Aid societies, and of their co-opera- 
tion with the Newton Public Safety 
Committee, thus all working har- 
moniously together. 

Miss Riley, head of the Surgical 
Dressings Committee, reported 
large amount of work done each 
week, but said more help was needed. 

Mrs. C. H. Patton, president of the 
Newton French Relief, w’hich meets 
each Thursday at Grace Church, 
said their work was sent to the small 
hospitals in France where It was dif- 
ficult to get supplies. Over 51,990 ar- 
ticles, have been sent. 

Mrs. Samuel Powers, president of 
the Newton Branch of the Red Cross, 
said their headquarters were at New- 
ton Club, and the hours are from 10 
to 2 daily, except Sunday. 

Mrs. C. Young told of the in- 
struction given In the First Aid 
classes. 

Miss Hull spoke of the value of the 
Home Nursing course. 

Mrs. Win. F. Hollings spoke on 
Food Value. 

.Miss Chamberlain told about Set- 
tlement Work. 

Mrs. Vernon B. Swett spoke of 
Canteen Cooking, and the value of 
knowing how to arrange a varied diet 
with a limited assortment of food. 

Mrs. Fred J, Fawcett called atten- 
tion to the excellence of Butterine, 
and Mrs. Henry O. Marcy spoke of 
Fats, and iTie desirability of using 
what is generally thrown away in the 
kitchen. 

Mrs. E. E Kent explained the pos 
siliilitles of canning us a means of 
preserving garden products for win 
ter use. 

Reports h»ing finished, Mrs. Pow 
ers told of ihe hurry cull which had 
just come lor sweaters for Gen. 
Pershing’s force which will bo 
promptly responded to. 

She emplmHized the value and im 
portance of the card catalogue, and 
urged all to register without delay. 
At the close of the meeting 25 new 
inemhers w» re enrolled.

place within a week’s time this pres- 
ent spring including the declaration of 
war with Germany, and the revolution 
in Russia. 

He called attention to the six wars 
in which this country had been en- 
gaged, the first a war for liberty in 
government, the second, for liberty on 
the high sens, third, for liberty from 
aggression from Mexico, fourth, for 
liberty for man. fifth for liberty of the 
isles of the western hemisphere and 
sixth, for liberty of all mankind. He 
declared that war was now the busi- 
ness of the entire nation, and while 
previous wars were fought by mercen- 
aries. today it Is a matter of equip- 
ment, and the hist equipped army will 
certainly win. Our duty today Is to 
take care of the Liberty Ixvan. Eng- 
land’s debt is 1370 per capita, France. 
$360, and Germany, $300, while the 
United States is but $10 and if we is- 
sue the entire seven billions of the 
Liberty loan, it will be but $80 per 
capita. England with a family Income 
of $1368 has taken $609 In bonds, 
France with $1000 Income has taken 
$358, Russia with $373 income has 
taken $139 and America with $2000 
income la asked to take but $20. He 
trusted the response to this call would 
be tremendous. 

Rev. A. J. Muste of Newtonvllle ex- 
pressed his great admiration for Abra- 
ham Lincoln, whom he believed to 
have been the greatest man on earth 
since Christ. He said that he believed 
that war did not finish anything, but 
only started. That Christ’s mission 
was not finished, but only started by 
his death, and that the Civil War only 
started the fight for freedom and de- 
mocracy. which we must endeavor to 
finish now for the entire world. The 
cost will be tremendous in sacrifice 
but the world needs all we can do. 

A letter was read from Comrade 
William T. Shepherd now in Evanston. 
111., and a telegram from Miss K. R. A. 
Flood from Pittsburg. Pa., and Com- 
mander Chase gave an original poem 
on "The Little Green Tents." 

Hon. Sew’ard W. Jones for the Asso- 
ciate members congratulated the Post 
on the patriotism it had taught these 
young men and said that this great 
parade today was evidence that the 
people had been influenced by your 
acts and w’ords. He also urged work 
for the Liberty loan, saying that this 
money ought to come from the people 
and the banks should use their money 
for business needs. The one thing the 
Allies sorely need, he said, is money 
and everyone should take some part of 
the loan.

Men with' a knowledge of the care 
and driving of horses and motor- 
vehicles; pharmacists; clerks; and 
stenographers; in fact, any intelli- 
gent man with a common-school 
education, can find a place in this 
unit. 

A man to be enlisted must be a 
citizen of the United States, or must 
have legally declared his intentions to 
be such; of good moral character and 
habits. 

The Medical Department of the 
army Is desirous of completing this 
unit at the earliest date possible, and 
it is hoped the men of Newton will 
avail themselves of this opportunity 
to join this branch of the service.

REGISTRATION DAY 

3322 Young Men Enrolled lor Military Service at 
Call ol President Wilson 


'' RegiBt ration Day was dutifully ob- 
aerved by tbe young men of tills city 
last Tuesday and a total of 3322 were 
registered In the various polling 
places thruout the city. The polling 
places were open from 7 A. M. un- 
til 9 P. M., and were manned by near- 
ly two hundred volunteer registrars, 
who served gratuitously. There was 
the expected rush to register In the 
early morning hours before going to 
business In Boston, hut little delay 
• was experienced even at that time. 
Returns were fairly prompt-at City 
•Hall, the last coming from Nonan- 
tum about midnight. The Nonantum 
and Upper Falls precincts reported 
the largest number of aliens, 271 in 
Nonantum and 135 at Upper Falls. 
823 aliens were found, of whom 11 
,were listed as alien enemies. 2456 
white persons registered, 1414 indi- 
cating some cause for exemption, and 
1042 stating that they had no objec- 
tions to military service. 43 colored 
persons registered. The white regis- 
tration showed a remarkable close 
average for each age, the highest be- 
ing 265 for 23 years and the lowest 
234 for 27 years.

Down around MontcTpy liay, the son anomones are almost as 
thick as the scientists who eoiiie to study them. Now, for the 
benefit .of those wlio have not spent four years in a laboratory 
eiittini; little animals into thin slices to study under a niiero- 
seope, li't it 1 m* sjiid here that a sea anemone is a cross between 
a beautiful plant and a hungry animal and was created for the 
sole imrpo.se of ballling young scientists and entertaining older 
ones.

Instantly this innoeent tlower grabbed 
him and began closing its doors. Crabby put up a valiant tight — 
he hit out with every leg — he performed surgical marvels with 
his scissor < laws, but it was of no use. The anemone closed over 
him and began covering him with a slimy digestive tluid, which 
it usi*s as a sauce on all its food. 

AVhon science, which for once had found a heart, finally 
released the little crab, he crawled weakly up on the rocks and 
gave fervent thanks, like Jonah, for his deliverance. 

The point to be illustrated is that in all towns there are 
stores like the sea anemone, which are merely fastened to the 
street. It is hard to tell just why and what they are. They do 
not advertise — they do not stand for anything. * They are com- 
posed lu-iiieipally of a hungry stbmaeh and you do not know 
whether they are fish, fowl or good red herring. From the out- 
side they look as beautiful as a llower. When you get inside they 
close up on you like a rapacious animal, and when you get out 
again — if you ever do get out — you are inclined like Jonah and 
the ci’ab to give thanks for your deliverance. 

There is only one thing to do in business and that is to go to 
the stores you know— to the stores that place themselves on record 
by advertising what they are. 

Till* stores that do not advertise ai’c like flowers in the sea; 
they may be very beautiful and perfectly all right, and then again 
they may turn out to be merely a bunch of hungry tentacles that 
will close up on you, cover you with a slimy praise, and then pro- 
ceed to digest you clear Uomti to the lining of your pocketbook.

EITncing 
herself, she selected nnd interpreted 
for others; using her fine mental en- 
dowment as a medium for presenting 
tho best. 

We can never forgot her! Tho gra- 
cious hospitality of her home; the 
(luiet power given to every cause with 
w’hlch she was associated; the beau- 
tiful presence nnd voice; the charm 
with which she indued every occasion. 
These w’ere but the manifestations of 
that inner light from w’hlch the radi- 
ance of her life streamed forth. 

She needed no creed or church, 
though those .w’ere dear and precious 
to her. The Divine love nnd pow’er 
encompassed her, and drew us all up- 
ward through the steady flame of her 
pure life. She w’as rich by inheritance 
from parents, whom once to know’ w’as 
never to forget. It seems fitting that 
so unusual a mother and daughter 
should be again united in the fuller 
and eternal life. Her influence w’as 
far reaching and constantly extending. 
Year by year, we saw her grow’ and 
ripen into a richer mental and spirit- 
ual life. Nothing could daunt her 
bravo spirit; so heroic, ignoring limi- 
tations. She had a zest for life; a 
sane and hearty enjoyment in living. 
Her keen sense of humor lightened* 
hard situations. Her smile and flash 
of ready w’lt, defied depression. 

She poured out upon us all, the rich- 
ness of her nature; invigorating, 
soothing, beautifying, tlie many lives 
which she touched. She passed from 
us. unharmed by suffering nnd limita- 
tions w’hich longer years might have 
brought, leaving an enduring legacy 
of faith and hope nnd love. 

The harmony of her life abides, 
mingling with that choir invisible of 
“Spirits living yet. 

In hearts made better by their pres- 
ence.”

“ Many a Mickle Makes ii Miickle”

Groat Barrington, 

Juno 6th. 

What shall I say of the convention 
of the Massachusetts State Federation 
of Women’s Clubs that I have never 
said before? How ia this^onc different 
from those which have preceded it? 
In a word it dlfTers just as everything 
else in this critical time dllTers. One 
theme runs through everything. It 
matters not who is speaking or what 
i/ommiittcc irs rei>orting — the one 
thought is uppermost — How can we 
women best serve the country? 

The "Groat Barrington Special” 
brought fully 150 women and one man 
to Pittsfield on Tuesday. An hour’s 
wait saw the party with additions 
from other local points on boa’*d the 
way train southbound for Great Bar- 
rington. 

"Who are all these women?” an at 
tcndnnt in the Pittsfield lunch room 
was heard to Inquire. "Oh, there’s 
two big funerals,” was the reply. A 
club woman near by remarked to her 
neighbor, "And we’ve got the flowers 
in our suit cases 

Forwnd cars for Stamford and 
New York, This car goes as fer as 
Barrington,” announced the brnkeman 
on his first round and later, "This car 
drops at Great Barrington, 

And what of the journey? Those 
who went to the New York Biennial 
last year found the same pleasant 
companionship ns then, although not 
quite so much of expectancy among 
the delegates, for an annual meeting 
of the State Federation holds not so 
much of the unknown as does one’s 
first Biennial. 

We “dropped” at Great Barrington 
into the cordial hands of friends and 
were soon comfortably distributed 
among the various hotels. A satisfac- 
tion with one’s surroundings perme- 
ates the atmosphere. There is no un- 
dercurrent of unpleasant experiences 
as at one recent annual meeting. 

The slight shower in which we ar- 
rived was followed by another and 
another during the evening, but the 
going to and from the session for- 
tunately came in the intervals between 
times. 

Eight o’clock found the Congrega- 
tional Church comfortably filled, some 
600 being present. The address of 
welcome by Mrs. Frank C. Burtch 
president of the Thursday Morning 
Club, was simple, direct, amkcordlal. 
She voiced the expectation of the re- 
newed enthusiasm and fresh courage 
to carry on their work, which the 
great gathering was to bring them. 

Mrs. Herbert J. Gurney, president 
of the Federation, in her response 
made a strong speech in which loyalty, 
service and sacrifice of the w’omen 
were the key notes. "While the young 
men have been registering themselves 
today, we are registering ourselves in 
this conscription in the service of our 
country and to luimanity. This war 
will not be fought alone in the trench- 
es, hut also in the quiet homes, in the 
feeding of the world, in the relief of 
suffering, in the conservation of food 
stulTs, in the making of the moliiliza- 
tion camps, clean and pure, tlmt our 
young men may he morally and physi- 
cally fit for service. We have a duty 
of forgetting we are club women and 
remembering we are sisters of the 
world.” 

"Wherever work is being done, work 
witli them rather than forming new 
groups. Bead something good, re- 
member cultural things. War sets 
back civilization largely because we 
forget the cultural things.” 

The usual convention rules were 
adopted, and then came the annual 
reports of officers. An increase in 
membership was noted by the Corre- 
sponding .Secretary. The finances, 
too, showed a marked increase. A bal- 
ance last year of $2.71, it will be re- 
membered. was reported. Increased 
membership has brought a larger in- 
come. Seventy-six clubs made free- 
will offerings amounting to $506.94. 
Wise expenditure and some curtailing 
of work ha^ made it possible to come 
out with a balance of $814.83. The 
president’s expenses to the Council 
•Nleeting at New Orleans and to the 
.\ew England Conference at Brovi- 
denco, totaled a little over $150, while 
tiiose of the Massachusetts director of 
the General Federation were $135.45.

WASTED 


A single slice of bread seems an un- 
important thing. In many household* 
one or more slices of bread dally are 
1 brown away and not used for human 
food. Sometimes stale quarter, or 
half, .loaves* are thrown out. 

Yet one good-sized slice of bread — 
such as a child likes to cut — weighs 
an ounce. It contains almost three- 
fourths of an ounce of flour. 

If every one of the country’s 20,- 
000,000 homes wastes on the average 
only one such slice of bread a day, 
the country is throwing away daily 
over 14,000,000 ounces of flour — over 
875,000 pounds, or enough flour for 
over a million 1-pound loaves a day. 
For a full year at this rate there 
would ho a waste of over 319,000,000 
pounds of flour — 1,500,000 barrels — 
enough flour to make 365,000,000 
loaves. 

As it takes 4 1-2 bushels of wheat 
to make a barrel of ordinary flour, 
this waste would represent the flour 
from over 7,000,000 bushels of wheat. 

Fourteen and nine-tenths bushels 
of wheat on the average are raised 
per acre. It would take the fruit of 
some 470,000 acres just to provide a 
single slice of bread to be wasted 
daily In every home. 

To produce this much flour calls for 
an army of farmers, railway men, 
flour-mill people. To get the flour 
to the consumer calls for many 
freight cars and the use of many 
tons of coal. 

But, some one says, a full slice of 
bread is not wasted in every home. 
Very well — make It a dally slice for 
every 4 or every 10 or every 30 
homes — make It a weekly or monthly 
slice In every home — or make the 
wasted slice thinner. The waste of 
flour involved is still appalling — al- 
together too great to be tolerated 
when wheat is scarce. 

Any waste of bread is Inexcusable 
when there are so many ways of us- 
ing stale bread to cook delicious 
dishes. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C., or 
your State agricultural college, will 
tell you how to use stale bread In 
many ways.

Clarence C. Eaton, (’. S. B., of Taco- 
ma, Wash., a moinlior of the hoard of 
Lectureship of the Mother Church, 
Tho First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
of Boston gave a lecture on Christian 
Science, last Friday evening at Play- 
er’s Hail, West Newton, and which 
was very largely attended. Mr. 
Eaton was Intro<Iuce<l by Mr. William 
F. Ferrln, First Header of the First 
(’hurch of Christ, Scientist, of New- 
ton, and spoke as follows: 

How true and yet how difllcult of 
realization is the great fact that each 
new moment of each new hour is the 
only moment of which any of us can 
bo conscious! Our yesterdays, with 
their joys and sorrows, are gone; they 
belong to the dead past. Our tomor- 
rows, with their hopes and antlclpa-' 
tions, never come. It is quite evident 
that the present and not the succeed- 
ing moment Is the one in which we 
consciously exist. It is likewise self- 
evident that all that can ever come 
within the range of our knowledge 
and experience must exist now. 

God, Truth, Life; man, immortality, 
heaven, bliss, eternity, in fact, all the 
verities of being, are in existence now'. 
No one can consistently believe that 
the past has entombed any verities 
which arc not in evidence in this pres- 
ent time, because all that is true Is 
eternal. Nor can w’e conceive of the 
future holding within its grasp a 
knowledge of things which has not 
alw'ays existed, because all true 
knowledge Is universal and eternal. 
Obviously, as we can know’ and enjoy 
the verities of being, we should be 
profoundly interested in demonstrat- 
ing their truth at this very moment. 

It requires tactful, patient and -lov- 
ing thoughtfulness to teach and en- 
courage people to realize that there is 
contained in the simple act of acquir- 
ing true knowledge and understand- 
ing, all that Is necessary for their ex- 
trication from sin and disease. In 
order to appreciate this fully, we 
should recognize that one’s conscious- 
ness is made up largely of beliefs 
which have been accepted without in- 
vestigation or effort, while passing 
through the natural experiences of 
life from childhood to adult years. 

Understanding Necessary 

The average individual is w’hat 
might be called mentally conservative 
and the inclination of thought is to 
follow' the line of least resistance. 
Ordinarily people believe rather than 
know or understand, since it requires 
less effort to do so. Because of this 
we need not be surprised if truths 
frequently appear new and radical to 
mortals, and may even he regarded as 
inconsistent and arouse within them 
antagonism and resentment. Ideas 
or proposals which cast doubt on es- 
tablished beliefs or opinions, are even 
likely to be characterized as evil by 
the conservative thought, because 
they disturb settled convictions, and 
in many instances their presentation 
is considered disagreeable and post 
tively obnoxious. Thus it is conceiv- 
able that extreme mental conserva- 
tism may be largely responsible for 
the prevalence of belief in the pres- 
ence and power of evil. 

Christian Science declares that false 
belief rather than natural cause is 
primarily responsible for all the dis- 
agreeable things; including sin, sick- 
ness and death, w'hich have entered 
the world’s experience. Christian 
Science makes a sharp distinction be- 
tween believing and know’lng as caus- 
ation, and by its teaching inspires 
and quickens consciousness to the 
employment of right ideas to the ex- 
clusion of false beliefs. Its accom- 
plishments are notably tw’ofold, since 
it not only corrects errors of thought 
through the application of truth, but 
by the same process successfully re 
moves the efforts which they have 
produced. 

“God With Us" 

In its teaching and practice Chris- 
tian Science demonstrates that truth 
reflected or expressed is Immanual 
or "God w’fth us.’’ And this moans the 
divine will w’ith us and for us; Truth 
w'lth us, Life with us. Love w'lth us, 
w'isdom with us. It is power, action 
law, health and strength with us. It 
means the divine likeness or living 
presence of the "Wonderful, Coun 
selor, . . . Tl\e Prince of Peace.” the 
healer of the sick, the redeemer, — 
the Mind or consciousness that is God, 
good. In a word, Christian Science is 
disclosing to the world tho unreality 
of all save that w’hich has its origin 
in God, by demonstrating tho pres- 
ence, reality and power of the creat- 
ive and governing Principle of tho 
universe. 

The extension of tho realization of 
all this is being accomplished through 
an appeal to the individual oonscious- 
ness, with which Christian Science 
deals wholly. It must be recognized 
that the realm of thpught is the 
legitimate and only field of its opera 
tiuu, and each one of us is asked to 
accept and prove for his own ad 
vancement and advantage the metu 
physical truths which it elucidates 
and demonstrates. And in urging men 
to participate in the benefits which ac- 
crue to activity in right knowing, we 
recognize that each one is thereby con 
trihutiug to the great work of hasten- 
ing the coming of the glad day when 
knowledge of things that are real and 
true will supersede all beliefs to 
the contrary and eliminate their 
effects. Furthermore, the desirable 
end is that this knowledge be extended 
until it shall envelop the whole' earth, 
even "as the waters cover the sea." 
and so add inauifuld blessings to all 
luuukiud. 

It is clearly the mission of Chris 
tiau Science to educate human con 
sciousiiess and arouse it from the 
dormancy enforced upon it by beliefs 
which are manifestly at variance with 
revealed truth and law. Ultimately the 
only effectual way in which this 
4)e accomplished is by the demoustra- 
tluu of its teaching. 

Deuiuustratiou Is N'et^essary 

Demuiistrutiuu was the method 
constantly employed by Jesus of 
Nazareth, and only in this manner 
could he h^ve succeeded in establish 
iug true Christian doctrines and prac 
lice. Tho theology which he taught 
and practiced culminated in the heal 
iug of the sick as well as the trans- 
forming of the sinner. He appealed 
to the hearts and minds of men, and 
all of his argumeuta, parables, and 


admonitiona werr* projected with the 
Hole purpoae of correcting errors 
which dominated the thought of his 
time. To undo the mistakes of preced- 
ing genernllons. he repeatedly taught 
the people, and reasoned concerning 
spiritual truths and the things per- 
taining to God and His being. His uni- 
verse, its government and law'. 

Mrs. E<idy has followed faithfully in 
the way of the Master, and, it must be 
conceded, lias immcasiirahly aided in 
enlightening the nations of the earth, 
as Jesus told his followers to do, with 
respect to what the gospel of Truth is 
and what it can and must accomplish 
on their behalf. In a single statement 
our Leader indicates in substance that 
a misunderstanding of the Bible teach- 
ing as to the creation of man is re- 
sponsible for all human discord; that 
is, that the prevalence of a false sense 
of man’s origin and nature has led to 
theories and errors which have been 
productive of untold misery and suf- 
fering. Creation is a subject which 
should be more generally understood, 
because it Is generally misunderstood. 
At the present time, publicity is being 
widely given to Biblical history, and 
particularly that portion relating to 
creation. Much of this effort Is only 
serving to extend further the belief in 
a material rather than a spiritual cre- 
ative pow’er and universe. Christian 
Scientists recognize that they have 
their reasonable part to perform in 
minimizing the effect of this er- 
roneous effort by acquiring a more 
specific knowledge of the Scriptures 
on this very subject. 

Spiritual Versus .Material .Man 

Inasmuch as the successful demon- 
stration of Christian Science involves 
the rejection of the material or false 
standard of man, and the a(/ceptance 
of the spiritual and true standard, the 
importance of becoming more familiar 
with this question must be apparent at 
a glance. Indeed, Mrs. Eddy has well 
said that it was the correct view’ of 
man which resulted In healing the 
sick in Jesus’ day. The contention of 
Christian Science as to the verity, per- 
fection, and spiritual nature of the 
universe, including the real and only 
man there is, is based w holly upon the 
Scriptures, and its claims in this re- 
spect are readily conceded when 
rightly comprehended. 

Two separate and widely differing 
accounts of creation are found in the 
Bible, the contradictory and conflict- 
ing texts of which appear to have es- 
caped the attention of many students. 
.Moreover, the true nature and char- 
acter of Deity is erroneously involved 
in this history, because of a change 
by the historian of the name of the 
Supreme Being from God to that of 
Lord God. Were it not for the origi 
nal meaning of these terms, this 
change might appear of trivial mo- 
ment to. the student of Scripture, 
However, it was of suificient impor- 
tance to attract the attention of 
Josephus, the celebrated Jewish his- 
torian, who refers to it in his history 
of the Hebrew nation. Moreover, it is 
of special significance to us, since the 
change seems to call into question the 
integrity of God, the creator of man, 
by confusing Him with the Lord God, 
who. one of these records states, is 
the supposed creator of Adam, 
t.’nd ( reafed Spiritual .Man 

It should be thoroughly understood 
that the Scriptures plainly indicate 
that a -distinction exists and is to be 
made between man as the offspring of 
God, and .\daui. who has long been re- 
ferred to as our first parent. That 
man and Adam bear no relation to 
each other and should not be con- 
fused, is very apparent. Inasmuch as 
the Bible history does not confuse 
them, we certainly are without author- 
ity for so doing. In this connection 
the honest investigator will find that 
Christian Science sustains and proves 
true to the text the purest teaching of 
the Scriptures relative to God and the 
significance of His being and creation. 
It points out the error of the 
practice of confounding the term God 
(Elohim), or Spirit, with that of Lord 
l.od ( Jcliovah-Elohim), or even Lord. 
It holds with the very best authority 
tliat these terms, with their varying 
shades of meaning, are not synony- 
mous. 

The original Hebrew.. term for God, 
that of Elohim, is always understood 
as meaning the creator and supreme 
ruler of the universe, the one of whom 
St. John said. things were made 
by him; and without him was not any 
thing maile that was made.” We ob 
serve tiiat the term God is used alto 
gether in the record of creation which 
appears in tlie first chapter of Genesis, 
concluding with the third verse of the 
second chapter. This first record 
clironkdes the completeness and per 
fection of all of God’s works, Chris- 
tian Science supports this record in 
its entirety, and by it readily justifies 
its claims and teaching as to the per- 
fection of man. Ik is interesting to note 
that Jesus of .Narazeth, who founded 
true Christianity, endorsed this record, 
for on one occasion he referred to it 
in these words: ‘‘Have ye not 'read, 
that lie wliich made them at tho begin- 
ning made tiieni male and female?” 
Where the terms "male and female' 
occur in the Bible it is observed that 
their use is in connection with that 
which God created. 

riie Terfeet .Man 

There frequently occurs In this first 
record of creation relative to that 
wliich God created, the observation, 
■‘And Gml saw that it was good." This 
evidence of divine approval was also 
uttered witli respect to man. Man hav- 
ing been made in the image and like- 
ness of God, us the record states, it is 
within the bounds of reason to main 
tain that he must reflect the divine 
nature. He is manifestly the highest 
expression or reflection of supreme 
good, as he was given dominion over 
the earth and the lesser objects of 
creation. 

Having incorporated in her writings 
the sturHing declarations as to the ull- 
perfcctiou of man. Mrs. Eddy repeat- 
edly refers to him us the idea of God 
Such a conclusion logically follows 
the premise that iiod, the creator, is 
the one and only Mind or intelligence. 
Ideas alone can originate and exist in 
.Mind, hence man as God's image must 
be luentul. As the sou or offspring of 
God. ho should be accounted us incor- 
poreul and not visible or cognizable

to tlie senses. Because he is like Spirit, 
ho must be spiritual. Individual man, 
each idea or thought of God. including 
the “male and female” of His creating, 
must abide constantly in Him, for 
Mind and its ideas can never be sep- 
rated. Paul says in this regard: “For 
in him w’e live, and move, and have 
our being.” 

As man is not the possessor of or 
subject to anything which did not 
originate in God. he cannot be the vic- 
tim of evil. sin. suffering, sickness, 
disease, or death. His w’isdom, his 
strength, his courage, and his capa- 
bilities are unlimited, because they 
are derived from a divine and hence 
unfailing source. His unity or at-one- 
ment w’ith that source provides him 
w’ith the capacity for both wisely and 
humanely exerting the dominion 
supremacy bestowed upon him. Pro- 
gressively. diligently, faithfully, and 
lovingly exercising this authority, man 
is momentarily conscious of the bless- 
ing and protection of his creator, 
abiding w’ith, overshadow’ing, and rest- 
ing upon all of his activities. 

lielatioiishii) To God 

In the light of theqe more consist- 
ent and comforting explanations rend* 
ered by Christian Science, w’e observe 
man as the beneficiary of all that his 
Maker is and has provided. Man must 
ever be w’hat his Maker designed that 
he should be. because God and His 
universe are unchanging. The har- 
monious and undisturbed relationship 
thus necessarily existing betw’een God 
and man as Father and son, provides 
for W’hat might rightly be called true 
w’orship. The true model, or ideal 
man, magnifies, exalts, and glorifies 
the perfect pattern, God. Man seeks 
to obey and conform to the laws of 
his being because it is his nature, 
pleasure, and joy to do so, not because 
a sui)reme power demands or even 
requires it of him. Through prayer, 
or genuine communion w’ith good, man 
instinctively and reverently turns in 
thought to the great heart of God, and 
receives the answ’er w’hich his every 
sincere and righteous desire, whether 
uttered or unexpressed, merits. No 
audible petition, no beseeching, 
supplicating, no pleading, is neces- 
sary, but just faith, trust, confidence, 
and assurance. 

In Science and Health Mrs. Eddy 
has given a very comprehensive re- 
view of the subject of creation, includ 
ing the two records w’hich w’e have 
referred to. The second account is 
(hisignated as the "Jehovistic" record, 
and the man referred to therein 
having been formed by the Lord**God 
from the dust of the ground, and into 
w’hose nostrils the breath of life was 
breathed, w’qs called Adam. Refer- 
ences in the Scripture to this type or 
standard of man. in a majority of in- 
stances, indicate the imperfect nature 
thereof, and urge that we separate 
ourselves therefrom. The prophet 
Isaiah thus admonishes us: “Cease ye 
from man, w’hose breath is in his nos- 
trils; for wherein is he to be ac- 
counted of?” 

In the New’ Testament and from the 
lips of Christ Jesus we learn that "the 
flesh profiteth nothing.” Paul says, 
“Flesh and blood cannot inherit the 
kingdom of God,” and the apostle also 
says that the children of God "have 
I»ut off the old man with his deeds; 
and have put on the new’ man, which 
is renewed in knowledge after the 
image of him that created him.” 

Muterhillstlc Views of Man 

All materialistic view’s and theories 
concerning man give preference to the 
belief that he is a material being, and 
the ultimate of these conclusions bear 
close resemblance to those incor- 
porated in the Bible history with re- 
spect to, the Adam type of man, 
namely, “Dust thou art, and unto dust 
shall tliou return.” 

A review of the antnysis of man us 
given by material science might be 
considered instructive in a way, hut 
not altogether edifying. Moreover, it 
would only serve to show us the utter 
futility of all attempts to obtain a 
knowledge of the true and perfect 
man by a study of the false. Suttice 
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it to say/ that nmtorinl investigations 
have cTilminated in placing In one of 
the departments of the national mu- 
seum at Washington. D. an exhibit 
embodying the most advanced scien- 
tific research, discovery, and conclu- 
sion ns to what man in. The display 
consisfR of the exact proportionate 
quantities of the various elements 
which, taken together, are supposed to 
constitute an average man. It in- 
chides the smallest ingredient com- 
prised in the classified 15 per cent of 
Inorganic salts, to the largest por- 
tion.-- even the 85 per cent, or nine 
and one half gallons of just common, 
ordinary water. 

From the standpoint of material 
science, this exhibit approximates and 
la accepted as the last and most im- 
proved analysis of the 1000 per cent 
man of either ancient or modern times. 
And an authority upon material val- 
ues has advanced the proposition that 
from a commercial point of view’ the 
marketable value of the properties 
which, according to this exhibit, con- 
stitute man, cannot possibly exceed 
$2.18! 

Irrespective of the strange conclu- 
sions W’hich materialists have arrived 
at with respect to the question. What 
is man? w’e are assured by them that 
he possesses life. While some dis- 
agreements of opinion exist as to tin* 
phenomena, the manifestations of life, 
all materialists seem to agree that life 
is not a quality of matter, and that 
natural science can neither produce it 
nor account for it. In the absence of 
definite knowledge on this most Im- 
portant point, it is apparent that ma- 
terialists arc greatly handicapi>ed 
when attempting to protect life or 
extend its duration by the application 
of any system of therapeutics or 
longevity w’hich material science may 
devise. 

IlnsiK of Spiritiinl Healing 
’rhus the entire system of material 
healing, we observe, is predicated upon 
the belief that the universe, including 
man, is material. On the contrary, 
healing, as Instituted and successfully 
accomplished by Christ Jesus, and 
fully sustained in the present age by 
Christian Science, is based upon the 
spiritual nature and existence of all 
being. 

Material conclusions are deduced 
from material sense, which takes no 
cognizance of spiritual life, being, and 
law’. We must recognize that nothing 
which material sense, or mortal mind, 
can conceive of or may propose con- 
cerning God and His perfect man, ap- 
proximates the true. It Is true that 
the system of complicated beliefs and 
theories which its numerous branches 
have devised, and the conclusions 
promulgated, have been denominated 
science. Yet the application during 
the past ages of this so-called science 
has not resulted in improving the con- 
ditions of humanity to such an extent 
as would justify us in believing that 
it is altogether scientific. Thus the 
branch of material science known as 
materia medica, appears to have been 
incorrectly designated a science, as 
many of its practitioners concede, be- 
cause there is little that is exact or 
accurate about it. This is not to be 
construed as a reflection upon the 
many philanthropic men in its prac- 
tice. since humanity Itself has de- 
manded the very service w'hich they 
have endeavored to render. 

One of the chief criticisms which 
lodge against the materialism of our 
age. is the needless alarm w’hich its 
teaching projects into the experience 
of the people of the world. It would 
induce us to be afraid of nearly every- 
thing W’ith which w’e are compelled to 
come in contact, and encourages us 
to sustain and suffer unjust sentences 
by believing in and fearing matter. It 
w’ould thus provide for an intermin 
able reign of discord and chaos. In 
accepting its theories and proposals 
w’ithout question or investigation, w’e 
are impeached by our ow’n conscious- 
ness; but deliverance has come, for in 
the light of the teachings of Christian 
Science w’e are learning that it is not 
Incumbent upon us to abuse or out 
rage our common sense, just to please 
some one, or to uphold false and in- 
jurious teaching and doctrines. 

Dawn of Suluvatloii 
Surely the night of mental inertia is 
far spent, for the daw’n of salvation — 
the day of spiritual understanding — Is 
at hand. Perhaps w’e do not realize 
this so vividly as w’e ought, for per- 
chance we heed not the cry, “Awake 
thou that sleepest, . . . and Christ 
shall give thee light 4 ” and "Arise, 
shine; for thy light is come, and the 
glory of the Lord is risen upon thee.’ 
Ministering to the needs of suffering 
humanity through' spiritual knowing, 
is the most conclusive evidence of true 
Christianity of which we can possibly 
conceive. It is especially so, since 
such ministry is in fulfillmeYit of 
Scriptural prophecy. 

Tlie practice of (!hrlstlan Science 
has demonstruted that the false ma- 
terial laws which by common belief 
and consent operate through fear, 
ignorance, and superstition to inca 
pacitute mortals and cause invalidism, 
are rendered null and void by the 
higher law of Mind. The individual 
knowledge of this, and its applicu 
tion, nuturully uftecis the eradication 
of (he discordant conditions which 
may be held in thought or external 
Ized on tlie body. 

There is nothing mysterious or mlr 
uculous about the modus operand! of 
('liristian Science tiealing, since an in 
finite and irrevocable law’ provides for 
reconstruction, readjustment, rostora 
tion, recovery, or redemption, in ac 
cordance with the supreme wisdom 
and power of the Primtiple which es 
tablished the law. 

The clianges wrought in consclouB- 
ness, and which result in the healing 
of the sick according to the practice 
of ('hristian Science, are in no sense 
due to tlie use of hypnotism or sug 
gestlve therapeutics. The domination 
of a submissive nientality or con 
sciousness by an Imperative one, is 
recogpized as a dangerous practice, 
the bulk of the results therefrom be 
liig evil rather than good. More 
over, the practice is unchristian, be 
»ause contrary to the teaching of 
Jesus, who denounced and repudiated 
such methods. 'I’lie exercises of the 
human will as evidenced in one human 
or mortal mind dominating another, 
was characterized by tlie Master as 
thy equivalent of casting out devils 
by the prince of devils. 

Iiiiimriulici* ul' Itlght Thinking 
Tlie simplicity of the mode of heal- 
ing wrought through spiritual means, 
is fully appreciated when one realizes 
I hat wrong thought is responsible for 
the appuarunce of disease. Jesus re- 
garded evil thinking us the source of 


nil disorders. He indicates in w’ords 
which appear in two of the gospols- 
Mntthew’ and Mark that the deflle- 
iiient or rontniniiintion of the body 
was due to "evil thoughts,” or the 
habit of wrong thinking. He thus 
taught that an exceedingly close inti- 
macy exists bctw’ccn consciousness 
and its low’or substratum, the body 
or embodiment. We might designate 
their relationship under normal con- 
ditions ns that of master and servant. 
Follow’lng the teaching of Christian 
Science, and by educating conaclous- 
neks in the w’ay of rlghteousneas and 
ponce, many thousands have found, to 
their great astonishment and joy, that 
it is possible to obtain an improved 
mentality or consclousnoss, and this 


in turn exerts a corrective influence 
over the body. This experience has 
repeatedly operated advantageously to 
one’s recovery from discords, w’hlch 
seemed to appear wherever and when- 
ever the normal relationship of con- 
sciousness and body — that of servant 
and master — w’ns not well defined or 
understood. 

The varied experiences of humanity 
abundantly prove that turbulent or 
extreme mental conditions have caused 
pain and disease in accordance with 
existing mortal laws. The so-called 
mortal or material man seems to be 
the one w’ho Is especially subject to 
these experiences. To rescue all w’ho 
believe in this standard of man, and 
W’ho suffer the bitter consequences of 
such belief, was the chief mission of 
Christ Jesus 1900 years ago, and this 
is the exact mission of Christian 
Science today. 

.Mrs. Eddy’s Discovery 
That there is a divine law’ operating 
In the affairs of men to ijccompllsh 
healing and salvation through spirit- 
ual understanding today, is the rev- 
elation of Christian Science to the 
world. If, as the Master and his 
disciples proved, a law’ existed and 
operated to effect healing and redemp- 
tloij in their time. It surely exists and 
is operative now. Mrs. Eddy has 
again and again in her writing illus- 
trated the simple manner of accom- 
plishing the healing of the body 
through mental processes. An in- 
stance In point Is found on page 428 
of Science and Health, which reads 
as follow’s: "We must realize the abil- 
ity of mental might to offset human 
misconceptions and to replace them 
with the life which is spiritual, not 
material.” And again on page 393 
W’e have the emphatic declarations: 
‘Take possession of your body, and 
govern its feeling and action. Rise 
in the strength of Spirit to resist all 
.that is unlike good. God has made 
man capable of this, and nothing can 
vitiate the ability and pow’er divinely 
bestowed on man. Be firm in your 
understanding that the divine Mind 
governs, and that in Science man re- 
flects God’s government. 

Here Mrs. Eddy gives emphasis to 
the teaching and practice of Christ 
Jesus, and urges us to extend the 
range of the Influence of thought or 
consciousness beyond the mere point 
of directing the movement of the body, 
even to the bounds of governing its 
sensations and casting out its infirmi- 
ties and protecting it against their 
recurrence. We are also urged to 
cultivate the habit of contradicting the 
errors of sense, and to oppose their 
suggestions with much firmness and 
constancy of thought. We are assured 
that habitually to maintain the atti- 
tude of denying the presence and 
power of evil and all that seems to 
threaten our peace, harmony, and 
prosperity, is our divine right. 

In pursuing a right course in our 
work of overcoming the errors and 
discordant experiences w’hich beset us, 
we find that prayer Is a most effectual 
aid. True prayer is the inseparable 
companion of every effort which cul- 
minates in the healing of mortals. To 
pray aright moans to pray intelli- 
gently and conscientiously. Prayer 
must be based upon spiritual under- 
standing. We may with reason and 
in all righteousness assume that God 
has anticipated all of man’s needs. 
Jesus gave this assurance in his teach- 
ing, for ho paid, "Your Father knoweth 
that ye have need of these things.” 
Then to ask God for what He has al- 
ready provided, or to expect favors 
the granting of w’hich would require a 
change in the infinite plans, would be 
indicative of doubt and distrust. This 
w’ould he asking amiss, and would pre- 
clude an answ’cr. Readers and students 
of the text-book of Christian Science 
have found that the chapter on Prayer 
therein contains some of the most 
helpful and inspiring thoughts and in 
structlons it has ever been their privi- 
lege to consider. 

The Diiliilty of Ulirist 
The teachings of Christian Science 
with respect to Christ Jesus do not 
justify the criticism which we some- 
times hear, that Christian Scientists 
disbelieve in his divinity. As a doc 
trlnal point in religious teaching the 
divinity of Christ Jesus has been the 
center of much ( ontroversy and specu- 
lation. Like many other questions, it 
Is one which ha.s been very generally 
misunderstood. ' 

By the many, Christ has been re 
gurded as the person named Jesus, 
who evidenced unusual spiritual 
knowledge and wisdom; we recognize 
that (;hrist. meaning Messiah or Sav- 
iour, was a title bestowed upon the 
Nuzarene I'rophet, rather than a nume. 
According to Bible prophecy, the ex 
pectation wa.s that some one would ap- 
pear in the world in human form, and 
by intercession and sacrifice propiti- 
ate God for the salvation of sinners. 
In the Christian world Jesus has been 
regarded us the one who has per 
formed this service. The world utterly 
failed, however, in its Interpretation 
of the purposf, labors, and life of 
this ffTvinest ol men. He appeared on 
earth as u liuh«-, born of a devout wo 
man, and he lulled himself the “Son 
of mun." Thirty years passed, during 
which ho was evidently preparing him 
self for the iucoinpuruble service 
which he was to render humanity. Ho 
sought diligently for knowledge which 
would destroy discord, remove lliuita 
tion, heal the k, raise the dead, and 


wlfness to the pow'cr of Truth ns he 
was led and sustained by It. Ho nt- 
rlhuli'd the wonders which ho 
wrought to no power of his ow’ii. 
Moreover, he illd not elalni to possess 
any advantage which others could not 
enjoy. His frank and hunihle admis- 
sion was, "1 can of mine’ own self do 
nothing.” “hut the Father that dwoll- 
eth in me, he dooth the w’orks.” 

Jesus taught that the consciousness 
divine impulsion which actuated 
him. and which ho was ever obedient 
to. was the natural source of the 
power which he personally reflected. 
The unity or oneness of his humanity 
with the divine rrlnclplo of being and 
its supreimicy in his life, prompted 
him to rrfor endearingly to God ns his 
Father. This ITlnclple was the source 
of every desire and impulse which 
possessed him, and governed him with 
the certainty of unchanging and eter- 
nal law. Paul referred to this pres- 
ence as the Mind “which w’as also in 
Christ Jesus.” This presence, then, 
constituted his divinity. 

.loMiis’ Life-work 

We note that absolute Truth was 
the basis of the teaching and practise 
of Jesus, and all results obtained 
through his efforts were contingent 
upon the activity of right Ideas, or 
Truth, in his consciousness. That he 
completed all that was expected of 
him, and that he could do no more 
and no le^ for humanity than he had 
done, seems certain when we remem- 
ber tliat he said, “I have finished the 
w'ork that thou gnvest me to do." 
In the true vision of his life-work we 
observe that the Master’s experiences 
w’ere examples of a concrete order, all 
having been demonstrated for the ob- 
servation, instruction, and guidance 
of haimanlty. A repetition specifically 
of his experience would be quite un- 
necessary, because the fullness and 
sufficiency of his Influence and teach- 
ing is undeniably with us always, 
When nearing the completion of the 
work which he believed had been 
divinely entrusted to him, Jesus in- 
structed his disciples to continue In 
rmidering to humanity the same serv- 
ice which he had rendered. The 
divine idea which inspired him he 
knew would remain with, minister to, 
and comfort them and the nations of 
the earth. The Christ which was in 
him did not begin on earth with his 
birth, or end with his ascension. It 
had always been and would ever con- 
tinue to be. The disciples were to 
continue to preach the kingdom of 
God (the power and government of 
good) at hand, to heal the sick, cleanse 
the leper, raise the dead, cast out 
devils. Moreover, with wonderful 
forethought Jesus provided for this 
great work to extend beyond the im- 
mediate or natural lifetime of the dis- 
ciples, even to the end of the world; 
for he commanded them to enlist the 
service of all nations, implying that 
upon these nations should ultimately 
rest the responsibility for its perpet- 
uation. Thus we observe that he dedi- 
cated the sacred commission and trust 
of his life work, not alone to a suc- 
cession of religionists or professed be- 
lievers, but to all who constitute the 
nations of the earth, and this even 
unto the end of time. 

We are rejoiced and inspired by the 
knowledge of the fact that Christian 
Science has restored to the world the 
.spiritual understanding which enabled 
Jesus to heal the sick and reclaim the 
sinning. There has thus been con- 
ferred upon each one of us the priv- 
ilege and duty of furthering his mis- 
sion by performing the works which 
he said could be accomplished by all 
who would believe, understand, and 
follow his teaching.

Tlie religious and meta- 
physical teaching therein embodied is 
founded upon the Scriptures, and par- 
ticularly the words and doctrii^ ut- 
tered and promulgated by Jjjims of 
Nazareth. In this hook, and In her 
other wTitlngs, Mrs. Eddy has given 
special emphasis to the fact of the 
reality of spirituhl life and being. She 
has quickened the interest of man- 
kind in Scriptural history and teach- 
ing, and lias given a new significance 
to the so-called healing miracles of 
Jesus’ time. Slio characterizes them 
divinely natural manifestations, 
produci'd by the operation of the Prin- 
ciple of the Science of being, accord- 
ing to well-defined law. In proving 
her contentions, Mrs. Eddy has re- 
stored to the service of mankind the 
practice of healing bodily Infirmities 
entirely llirough spiritual means. 

The text-l)ook referred to was first 
published in 1875. Successively, and 
as the needs liave since required, there 
have apiieared, under Mrs. Eddy’s di- 
rection, periodicals which are now 
being piihlislied monthly, weekly, and 
even daily.

In dispensing thouglits of love, 
peace, purity, health, and righteous- 
ness, tile value of the service which 
tliese writings and publications are 
coiitiiiuaUy rendering niunkiiid is ho 
yond estimate.

Our appreciation 'Of all this, 
and our gratitude to hei^ can best be 
evidenced by purity, meekness, and 
humility, and in loving, uplifting serv- 
ice to one another.

Impelled by the inspiring words and 
demonstrations of a solitary woman 
of our own blest land, a vast number, 
who represent every nation of the 
earth, are today observed climbing the 
heights of spiritual understanding. A 
progressive • Christianity is leading 
them on, and the ever-brilllant rays 
of divine Truth go before to designate 
and Illumine the way. On every hand 
the wnymnrks and influence of igno- 
rance, fear, superstition, bigotry, and 
false beliefs are seen to disappear.

WEST NEWTON MUSIC SCHOOL 

This week closes the sixth year, and 
from the standpoint of musicai activi- 
ties, the most successful season of the 
West Newton Music School. In spite 
of the constant need for voluntary 
contribution, the lack of which neces- 
sitated an early closing, the school has 
made its influence more widely felt 
than ever, throughout the Newtons. 
From a small orchestra, whicli assisted 
at the Glee Club concert of the Voca- 
tional High School, given in March, 
the teachers have worked up a larger 
and more effective orchestral group, 
40 in number, who played national 
airs at the Patriotic Fete, held at Claf- 
lin h^ield on May 31st, for the benefit 
of Newton charities. 

Two new achievements of the past 
season have been, the formation of a 
Pierce School orchestra, to which any 
violin student attending the' Pierce 
Schqol (which is headquarters for the 
Music School) is eligible to join, and 
music lessons given at the Stearns 
School in Nonantum, an experiment 
which has met with a most enthusi- 
astic response. 

The scope of activity is limited only 
hy lack of finances and the school earn- 
estly hopes that residents of Newton 
will feel the importance of continuing 
the work next year, hy giving a gener- 
ous support.

STREET RAILWAY FARES 

IVI. & B. Co. Asks Approval of a Seven and 
Cent Rate in Different Districts 


Eight 


There was a large attendance Mon-c 
day cyening at the hearing hold by the 
Public Service Commission in Boston, 
on the petition of the Middlesex & 
Boston St. Railway Co. to increase Its 
fares to 7 and 8 cents. The case of 
the Company was ably presented by 
Mr. A. A. Ballantyne, its counsel, and 
testimony was also given by .Mr. Hen- 
ry C. Sawyer, chairman of the recent 
arbitration board, and General Man- 
ager George .M. Cox. The last two 
gentlemen were given a cross examin- 
ation by Representative J. Weston Al- 
len for the Newton and Waltham 
Boards of Trade and by Mr. William 
J. Naphen, representing the town of 
Natick. 

Mr. Ballantyne said that the Com- 
pany was in dire need of additional 
revenue, which could only be obtained 
thru an increase in rates. The cost 
of materials used by the Company had 
increased from 77 to 300 per cent, the 
wage arbitration will cost the com- 
pany nearly $150,000 in the next few 
years, the Public Service Commission 
had required it to charge off $160,000 
for depreciation besides making an ef- 
fort to charge off the $360,000 it had 
in absolute properties. In addition 
to the increased expenses, Uie Com- 
pany had been unable to obtain the 
normal increase in business, which it 
expected, and which had been affected 
by the cheap automobiles. 

Mr. Sawyer testified to the thrifty 
management of the Company and Mr. 
Cox gave a mass of figures which were 
ordered printed and the hearing ad- 
journed until Monday, June 25th. 

A meeting of members of the New- 
ton Board of Trade and representa- 
tives of the different Improvement so- 
cieties of the city and of the largest 
manufacturing concers, was held Wed- 
nesday night at Newtonville, to con- 
sider the proposed increase in street 
railroad fares. Attorney Ballantyne 
and General Manager Cox presented 
the side of the Company. Mr. Ballan- 
tyne stated that street railway trans- 
portation was as much of a commod- 
ity as sugar, Uneeda biscuit and In- 
gersoll watches, and everyone knew 
that the price of all these, and many 
other commoditfes had been greatly 
increased. In addition the business of 
the Company had not had its normal 
increase on account of the cheap 
automobile, so that it was absolutely 
necessary for the Company to have 
more revenue. 'The company owes 
$73,000 of which $41,000 was to the 
Edison Co. which was threatening to 


ut them off from future power unless 
paid. 

.Mr. Cox said that the 7 cent fare 
was estimated to yield $38,596 addi- 
tional revenue, the 8 cent fare, west of 
the Falls, $46,092, and on the Lexing- 
ton lines, $33,493 or a total Increase of 
$118,182. The Company needs $118,- 
000 for 6 per cent dividends, $26,000 
for depreciation, $30,000 on account 
of obsolete power stations, $29,000 to- 
wards reducing $291,000 deficit of past 
years, $3,000 for estimated deficit for 
present year, and $10,000 for increased 
wages for -1917-18. The wage question 
had caused an increase of $69,000 in 
the two awards of 1914 and 1917. The 
Company had a surplus last year of 
$39,000 on .May 31st, and this year, 
there was a deficit of $18,000 at that 
same date. The operating expenses 
were $25,46 per car mile, and the va- 
rious lines showed the following earn- 
ings per ^car mile: Cochituate $21.60, 
Needham-Natick $9.74, Common- 
wealth avenue $23.66, Highlands-Lake 
Street $23.82, .\ewton-Norumbega Park 
$28.17, Newton-Boston line $22.65, 
Newton Centre-Newtonville $17.06, 
.Newton-Waltham $34.45, Watertown- 
Waltham $26.56, Auburndale-Bemis 
$27.02. Crafts street $28.40, Lexington 
lines $24.49. 

Representative J. Weston Allen gave 
a brief account of the proceedings at 
the hearing on .Monday, and it was the 
opinion of those present that a com- 
mittee should be organized composed 
of the presidents of each of the Im- 
provement Associations and the Board 
of Trade, to consider the question of 
the attitude to be taken towards the 
proposed increase and, if deemed ad- 
visable, to have the city represented 
at the continued hearing on June 25th.

Perfect Attendance of Troop 1 Boy Scouts

The committee of the Boards of 
Trade of Newton and Waltham have 
made a report on the matter, which 
will probably form the basis of the 
remonstrants arguments at the post- 
poned hearing.

that the Legislature has appointed a 
recess committee to make a study of

FOOD PRODUCTION PROSPECTS 

Sub-Commiffee of Newfon Public Safety Com- 
mittee Makes Preliminary Estimates 


Interesting report.s of the number 
of gardens being cultivated are be- 
ginning to come in to the Food Pro- 
duction Committee of the .Newton 
Committtee on Public Safety. .New 
tonville, for Instance reports as fol- 
lows through .Mr. E. P. Hatch for the 
improvement society;

1.383. 

.Number of gardens in 1916. 184. 

.Number of gardens in 1917. 687. 

•Area under cultivation in 1916, 40 
acres.

The .Newton Improvement .Associa- 
tion. through .Mr. J. B. Jamieson, 
president sends the following as to 
work in that village: 

■‘We have secured from owners 15 
lots of land for gardening purposes. 
Upon this land we have made 47 al- 
lotments varying in size from very 
small lots to about one-quarter of an 
acre per person, the total amounting 
to about eight acres. Our last allot- 
ment was made yesterday (June 10 ( 
afternoon, and as far as we know 
every one in our section of the city 
who desired a garden plot is now sup- 
plied. The men. women, and young 
people who have taken these lots seem 
to be taking a real interest in garden- 
ing and are making good use of the 
land. We feel we can take over all 
the inspection necessary on our own 
allotments. We have a committee for 
this purpose and yesterday afternoon 
we made our first general inspection 
and we found every piece of land be- 
ing worked with one exception and we 
immediately turned this over to a re- 
liable man who promised to plant it 
at once. We found most of the gar- 
dens doing as well as we could ex- 
pect with the present weather condi- 
tions. In most places crops were up 
and looked fairly well. Some of the 
French and Italian gardeners are do- 
ing remarkably good work and on the 
whole we were much encouraged and 
expect good results from all the gar- 
dens. 

“We have also secured from resi- 
dents considerable land for school 
gardens which is not included in our 
estimate of the number of acres we 
have in our charge. 

“In addition to the allotments made 
by us we have lOS cards from resi- 
dents in our section who are planting 
their own land to a total of about 17 
acres. This plus our allotment of 8 
acres makes an estimated amount of 


! 25 acres of vegotahle garden.s In our 
j part of .Newton." 

j Waban reports 103 hardens com- 
prising about 20 acres. Reports from 
other villages will be made public 
when receivefl.

; gardens and .Mr. .McDonald reported 
i that there are now 89 separate grade . 

gardens for children in the public 
; schools and that in most of them 
crops are already up and doing well. 
He wishes to utilize for school chil- 
dren some land in .Newton Centre not 
taken up by the Boy Scouts. 

A visit by the committee will be 
made to the school gardens on Friday, 
June 22 under the guidance of Mr. Mc- 
Donald. 

The camp of the Newton boys who 
are doing farming at the Dean es- 
tate has been visited by Mr. IHanders, 
chairman of the committee who found 
it so interesting that he urged not 
only the other members but the peo- 
ple of .Newton generally to visit the 
camp.

EDITORIAL 


The most careful consideration 
should be Riven the matter of in- 
creased fares on our local railway sys- 
tem. for the service the community 
demands cannot he obtained if private 
capital is driven from this field of pub- 
lic service. Street railway transpor- 
tation. as Attorney Pallantyne so well 
says, is as much of a commodity as 
sugar or potatoes, and .if it can be 
shown that the Company is efficient- 
ly and economically managed, the pub- 
lic ought to be willing to pay the rea- 
sonable cost of the service it re- 
quires. Two matters, however, enter 
into the question, and ought to be 
thoroughly thrashed out by the Pub- 
lic Service Commission, before any 
increase of fares is approved. The 
first relates to the deficit caused by 
lack of patronage, and amount of ser- 
vice given on the weaker lines of the 
Company, and the second relates to 
the capital tied up in obsolete prop- 
erties. The jiroblem of the weak- 
er lines is one that will always 
be with us, but as the Company it- 
self. by asking for the right to mako 
two classes of fares, one foi 7 cents and 
one^for S cents, the way is opened for 
a ruling that would require the out- 
lying territory to pay more nearly its 
own share of tlie service it demands. 
In other words, either the service 
rendered the country districts served 
by this Company should be curtailed, 
or the rate of fare substantially in- 
creased. We would like to suggest 
that before the seven cent rate is ap- 
proved for the Xewton-Waltham ter- 
ritory. the Compan.v be allowed to 
charge a ten or twelve cent rate in 
the country districts, and, if found ad- 
visable, to make a charge of one or 
two cents for its transfers, now given 
free. We believe this plan would meet 
with favor, and that if it proved in- 
sufficient. the seven cent rate would 
be accepted without great remons- 
trance.

Tentative figures this morning on 
the Liberty I.,oan seem to indicate that 
Newton has subscribed about double 
the amount we were estimated to take. 
It should also be borne in mind that 
piany residents of this city made their 
subscriptions thru Boston banks or 
their various trade associations, so 
that Newton does not receive full cred- 
it for the patriotism of its residents 
in this respect. We are not ashamed 
of the showing made by our city, how'- 
ever, and can only express the high- 
est compliments for the efficient and 
thoro work done by the liberty Loan 
Committee of Newton.

To most people figures have lost all 
meaning in their representation of 
quantity. This is especially true of 
moni'y figures in these days when not 
only ihe capital, but the annual earn- 
ings of corporations run into millions 
and hundreds of millions. The word 
’’million” is common enough, yet how 
many of us who glilily use the term 
liave even a faint perception of what 
it means? .And now we talk of Bil- 
lions! 

Perhaps Sl.umi.ooO.O'iO will seem 
more real if reduced to everyday 
terms. 

If a man had spent $1 every single 
minute from January 1 A. D. 1. to 
January 1. .A. D. 1917. ho would have 
spent just over .$l.<H>0,OO0.iH)0. 

To save ^l.OiiO.oou.oOO in the same 
time (not figuring interest) he would 
have had to put by .$1,425 per day. 

To have .saved $1,000,000,000 on 
January 1. 1917. if he had put $100 a 
day into a box. he should have had to 
start the first of the year B. C. 25,342. 

Does the fact that our Government 
has asked us to lend it .$2,000,000,000 
before June 15 seem as trivial as it 
may have seemed before? Isn’t it 
evident that every one must help? 

Two billion dollars represents 
about 8,000,000 pounds of gold, or 
4,000 tons. In other words, it would 
take 800 of our most powerful five-ton 
motor trucks to transport it. They 
would form a procession nearly a mile 
long. 

Two billion dollars in twenty’-dollur 
gold pieces laid flat would form a line 
2.174 miles long. If these twenty-dol- 
lar gold pieces were stacked, the col- 
umn would he 148 miles high: again 
they would cover 30 acres of land. In 
pennies, $2,000,000,000 would cover 29 
square miles of territory, ajid in one 
dollar bills fastened end to end it 
would form a band which would en- 
circle the earth at the equator about 
nine times. 

The Bible seems to us a pretty long 
book. If a copy of the Bible w’ere 
cut up into its individual words, the 
Government could pay $2,500 a word 
and have $75,000,000 left out of the 
Two Billion Dollar Loan. 

Croesus has always been spoken of 
as the personfleation of wealth. His 
fortune has been estimated at about 
$8,700,001). When the Government, re- 
ceives its $2,000,000,000 it will be able 
to pay Croesus $1,150 for every dollar 
he was worth. 

.Machine guns are playing an im- 
portant part in this war. Unfortun- 
ately we haven’t many. Bullets are 
also vital, and with these two we are 
woefully undersupplied. But we are 
preparing a gun which will do terrible 
execution among our enemies. .Most 
machine guns shoot steel bullets at 
the rate of 500 per minute. We 
haven’t steel bullets and so our gun 
is going to shoot dollars, which are 
fully us effective. Shooting at the 
rate of 500 shots each minute, it will 
take our gun eight years, seven 
months, and ten days to shoot $2,- 
000 , 000 , 01)11 into the Kaiser! Do yi^u 
think he cun stand It?

Hie next General Court. It Is a ques- 
tion for consideration by the Uubllr 
Spcvlee Commission wbetlier the .M. 
A: B. Co. or any street railway com- 
pany in the Commonwealth should 
make such a radical Increase In the 
fares charged to the travelling public, 
until the recess committee has had 
opportunity to study the problem and 
reports upon the best means to 
remedy the serious financial condition 
in which the street railways are 
Iilaced. 

Tlie I’ulillc Service Commission 
.should make an investigation of the 
ronditlon of operation in the lines in- 
cluded in the .M. .S: B. It is not pos- 
sible to dotorminc whether the pro- 
posed Increase in fares is necessary 
or just, unttl a physical valuation has 
been made of the companies Included 
in the consollihitlon. and stihly of the 
Ticome which may roasouahly lie ex- 
pected from the oifcratlon of tlio 
titles. 

Tlie Commission should also deter- 
mine whether more economical means 
could he devised for the operation of 
the several lines of the system and 
liat until sucli investigation lias been 
made it cannot lie deteriTiincd accur- 
ately whether the large amounts es- 
timated liy tlie Company as necessary 
for operating expenses will he needed 
and whether n more moderate In- 
c.'oase in rates might not be sufficient. 

The hooks of the Company sliow 
that certain linos have not yielded 
a net Income on the capital Invested. 
The continued operation of these lines 
can only result in an increasing de- 
ficit. It Is a serious question whether 
.‘he travelling pulilic ought to he re- 
quired to pay increased faros in or- 
:lor to pay a return on capital of 
roads which arc licing 'operated at a 
loss. 

The Compan.v .-sliould reduce the 
fimount of capital represented by 
lines which are showing an annual 
deficit. 

The committee also recommends 
that no increase in farn.s should he 
made witliout provisions liy which 
those who regularly travel on the 
rompany lines, may purcliase strip 
tickets at n reduced rate. This is 
•'specially dosirnlde for woiking peo- 
ple, who use tliv' cars dally,

aald Mra. S. F. Herron, ehairman of 
the Home Economica department thla 
morning, in explaining the propoaod 
pledge of the iMnh women to ahatain 
from Inxnriea and to conanme only 
that amount of food neceaaary to ana- 
tain life. "To live up to the pledge It 
will he neeeaaary to make a atndy of 
food valnea and to understand the 
balanced ration.” 

At tho aeaalon yesterday afternoon 
reports from the Literature and Music 
depart monta wore presento<l. both 
chairmen emphasizing tho value of 
tho cultural aide of life because we 
are at war. "If we anticipate times 
of stress and gloom, let us not pre- 
pare by abandoning all that la cheer- 
ful. Rather, let ns get ready by keep- 
ing alive every Interest which bright- 
ens and gives color to its existence,” 

•Mrs. Royal Whlton. chairman of the 
Endowment committee, stated In her 
report that 55 clubs will take tables ot 
the Bazaar. She urged that in working 
for the endowment wo are working 
for the war. Since we shall make it 
possible for the Federation to do work 
for which at present it has not the 
funds. The final decision as to the 
ndvisjU)ility of holding the Bazaar in 
the f.all was left in the hands of the 
Endowment committee and the Execu- 
tive Board, awaiting national develop- 
ments. 

The Education department added for 
study next year to the list of subjects 
now being considered, that of Educa- 
tion and National Defence, before 
which all others may shrink Into in- 
significance. In addition to the work 
of the new State Board of Immigra- 
tion. the chairman of the sub-commit- 
tee on .Americanization commended 
friendly interest in the new Ameri- 
cans on the part of the clubs. "The 
immigrant must be made to feel that 
he is a part of the country and this 
can only be assured through friendly 
and appreciative treatment by the 
members of the community in which 
he lives.” 

Eight new clubs were presented as 
members: The Brookline Woman’s; 
Dorchester Thought; Early Morning 
of Springfield; Longmeadow Wo- 
man’s; Traveler’s of Uiwrence; 
Woods Hole Woman’s; Newton High- 
lands Woman’s, and Italian Club of 
Boston. 

In the evening the delegates were 
privileged to heac the beautiful organ 
of which the Great Barrington women 
’are justly proud. A quartet of club 
members added to the enjoyment with 
selections especially well chosen and 
in keeping with the serious subject of 
the evening. “War Prohibition.” pre- 
sented by Rev. James Empringham of 
New York, president of the .National 
Episcopal Church Temperance Socle- 
t.v. 

Dr. Empringham said in part: 

Innumerable curses have afflicted 
humanity, the most of which have been 
done away with. It is sometimes said 
that the greatest curse in the world 
is war. But a scholar in our War 
College at Washington has given sta- 
tistics to prove that more people are 
destroyed every year through the mis- 
use of narcotic, habit-forming drugs 
than all the wars of all the ages from 
Christ down to the present world con- 
flict. One of the most epoch-making 
discoveries of modern times has been 
the discovery of the true nature of 
this drug alcohol. We now know it 
to be a protoplasmic poison, injurious 
even in the smallest quantities. 

I was in Europe when the war broke 
out and I know that military leaders 
and men of science of all tho warring 
nations strongly urged the prohibition 
of this drug alcohol from all the fight- 
ing men. but the liquor trade had the 
Government of Britain so helplessly In 
its power, that it has forced drink 
back into the trenches. If tho war be 
lost to the Allies, it will be lost be- 
cause of the greediness and power of 
the liquor traffic. 

cessful fight against propositions 
wliich, to say the least, were of ques- 
tionable impoit to the state; has so 

The book “Defeat or A’ictory” by 
.Mee and Holden, tells some of the aw- 
ful truths alioiit the liquor traffic in 
England. This bcok has lieen pro- 
hibited in Canada and the other Brit- 
ish colonies under a penalty of five 
years’ imprisonment, for fear that 
Canadian mothers would know of the 
cesspool of disease and corruption 
which the dominant liquor traffic of 
Europe has made for the soldiers. In 
the Cnited States the liquor traffic has 
no vested rights. 

This cause cannot be won by iner- 
tia. Wilson will help us get prohibi- 
tion as a war measure if he knows that 
the country wants It. but good author- 
ities in Washington tell us that we 
liave no idea how little (kingress yet 
aj)preciates the strong sentiment for 


w.ir prohllntion in the northonsforn 
sfatos. Women, you must make this 
sentiment and make it at once. Go 
home and arrange a mass meeting. 
Get goo»i speakers from ihe War Pro- 
hibition Committee in Boston, or from 
.Now York, whiebever is most eonven- 1 
lent, and pass resolution In favor of | 
war prohibition to be sent President 
Wilson and Senators Lodge and 
Weeks. Gather up all the prohibition I 
sentiment among your business men I 
and send it in a constant stream of | 
telegrams and letters to Senators . 
Lodge and Weeks and President Wil- 
son. T'hesc men can be won If the 
sentiment Is strong enough. It really 
doi)enda upon you. the women of 
Massachusetts, to work unceasingly.

People too easily get into food ruts 
— insist on eating only the food they 
are used to and refuse to give a fair 
trial to others. This causes undue 
demand for certain staples, with re- 
uniting scarcity or high prices when 
crops are short. At the same time 
other vuluuhlc foods may be relative- 
ly cheap and available. A striking in- 
stance of this is failure fully to ap- 
preciate rice — a valuable source of 
starch — when potatoes are scarce and 
high. Anotlier exanu'lc is refusal in 
certain sections to use anything hut 
wheat as a lireadstulT when corn — a 
valualile cereal widely used elsewhere 
as a hreadstulf — is plentiful and rel- 
atively clieap. 

Cook Food Properly 

Learn how to cook all kinds of 
staple foods and to serve them in a 
variety of ways. Simple dishes well 
prepared are better than exiiensive 
foods badly cooked. 

.Many persons are prejudiced against 
certain good foods because, when first 
tried, the foods were improperly cook- 
ed or prepared. 

Remove from your vocabulary ‘‘don’t 
like" or "can’t eat." 

.Most individual prejudices against 
widely popular foods are either imug- 
inary or baseless. 

Try to like simple food; give It a 
fair trial.

It takes a lot of grass and grain to 
make that much milk and an army 
of iieople to produce and deliver it. 

But. every household doesn’t waste 
a half cup of milk a day? Well, say 
that one-half sup is wasted in only 
one out of a humlred homes. Still 
intolerable — when milk is so nutri- 
tious — when skim milk can he used 
in making nutritious soups and cereal 
dishes— when sour milk can be used 
in bread making or for cottage cheese.

One of the first troops of Girl 
Scouts to be formed In the vicinity of 
Boston was that organized in .Newton- 
ville about four months ago. The 
Initial move was made when -Mrs. 
.lames J. Sto' "ow of lUiston was ask- 
ed through the .Newtonville Branch 
of the Special Aid. to atidress a mass 
meeting at the .Newton High School, 
last .March. .Mrs. Storrow spoke with 
earnestness and enthusiasm of the 
possibilities for Girl Scouts, and 
awakened a keen Interest in all w'ho 
were present. Through the Newton- 
ville Special Aid. a local council was 
immediately appolnteil consisting of 
.Mrs. James (’. Irwin, chairman; .Mrs. 
Albert H. Garter. Mrs. Wm. H. Lucas, 
ami .Mr. James Stafford. Miss Eliza- 
beth Wostgate, teacher of Physical 
Education in the .Newton schools, was 
selected as captain, and the following 
lieutenants named: .Misses .Marlon 
Bowen. Ruth (’liapin. Jeanette Daholl. 
Ruth Howell. Elizabeth I..eavena. .Mary 
Rolfe. Mrs. W. N. Dudley, and .Mrs. C. 
G. McDavltt. 

The Interest among the young girls 
has been Intense from the start and 
the weekly meetings, which through 
the courte.sy of the school authorities, 
have been hehl lu the High School 
gymnasium, have been all too in- 
frequent to suit the wishes of the 
enthusiasts. 

The work of these scouts, while 
similar to that of the Roy Scouts, is 
yet quite different In Its adaptation to 
the needs of the girls. The require- 
ments for the tenderfoot tests, the 
first to be passed, are virtually the 
same as for Boy Scouts. The higher 
tests, however, differ in that tliey re- 
quire a knowledge of sewing, knitting, 
conking, and many housekeeping es- 
sentials. but are like the Boy Scouts in 
that they include first aid. semaphore 
signally. Moise code, and various 
branches of woodcraft. 

Eighty-eight girls are enrolled in 
the .Newtonville troop, over sixty of 
whom have already passed the tender- 
foot test and two the second-class test, 
with several others almost ready to he 
examined. The Boy Scouts under .Mr. 
W. .N. Dudley. Scoutmaster, have been 
most generous in giving instruction 
to the gii'Is in semaphore signalling 
first a’l. and fire-building; special 
credit is due scouts Bowen. Dudley. 
Irwin. Leonard, and .Noyes for their 
untiring elTorts. 

On several occasions the organiza- 
tion has p:oved very helpful, particu- 
larly last Saturday when a hoiise-to- 
honse canvas.s was made in Newton- 
ville for Red Cross membership, and ■ 
the girls succeeded in securing 12" 
new names for membership. 

Since the organization of Troop 1 
of Newtonville. there have been form- ; 
ed Troop 2 of .Newton, and Troop 3 
of .Newton Centre. During the last, 
week .Miss Susan \V. Hills of Newton 
Highlands, formerly a teacher of 
Physical Education, has been appoint- 
ed commisioner for all Newton.

PREPA REDNESS WORK 

Newton High Schools Active In Many Directions 
In this Important Matter 


The immense amount of work which 
is being done hy the pupils of the New- 
ton High Schools is exceedingly grati- 
fying and deserving of special note. 

The school building is a veritable 
beehive of industry week in and week 
out, in addition to the regular work of 
the school, and the enthusiasm with 
which the boys and girls enter into 
the work is highly commendable. 

Our Newton High School boys and 
girls are certainly no "slackers” when 
it comes to a National crisis like the 
present, which is evidenced by their 
readiness and willingness to enlist 
their energies in the good work which 
must be accomplished. In the Voca- 
tion School there are special classes 
in sewing, including work for the Red 
Cross. During the past two months, 
1200 garments have been made for 
the Red Cross and the girls have made 
64 mattresses, and 70 sheets for thej 
Boys’ Camps. The boys have made' 
54 cots, and built 10 floors for the 
Camps. 

The special classes for house-wives 
in cold pack canning and economical 
cooking are proving of intense inter- 
est, and are being attended by some 
of our best people. 

In response to the call of the Massa- 
chusetts Committee on Public Safety 
for school boy volunteers for farm 
labor, the following have enlisted 
their services from the Classical, 
Technical, and Vocational Schools:

TO RETIREJFROM OFHCE 

Probation Officer Martin C. Laffie Has 
Served 26 Years 


Mr. .Martin C. I.afne, for twenty-six 
years the Probation Officer at the 
Newton Police Court will retire on 
July first. 

Mr. Laffle has been for many years 
connected with offlcial life of this 
city, having served ns truant ofllcer 
for some years prior to his appoint- 
ment on July 1, 1891 as Probation 
officer by Judge Kennedy. 

Mr. I^ffie was born at Sudbury, Vt. 
Dec. 22, 1842, and enlisted in the 
spring of 1861 on the first call for 
three months men.

The following article is made up of 
three letters from .Mr. Edward Shaw’ 
of Chestnut Hill, who has been en- 
gaged in the work of the Belgian Re- 
lief Commission for the past two 
years, and since that work has ceased, 
has Joined the Belgian army. It is 
interesting to note that of the 25 
Americans connected with the Bel- 
gian Relief work. 23 are now actively 
enlisted in the service of the Allies 
and one, who returned home, intends 
to go back In the near future.

Eu, Seine Inferieur, France. 

May 14. 1917. 

Dear 

The above code represents the com- 
plete address of my new resting place. 
Translated it means Centre d’lnstruc- 
tion d’Artillerle, 3ieme Batterie d’ln- 
structlon, Ecole Regimentaire. The 
special camp at which I am is situated 
about 3 kilometres from Eu. on a pla- 
teau overlooking the ocean and about 
a mile therefrom. The camp is clean, 
the food — well — substantial, but wo- 
fully plain. There are perhaps 500 
men here of the ordinary soldier type, 
befcide the special school made up of 
young men of decent family and edu- 
cation. who are being especially 
trained with the eventual possibility 
of becoming officers. Many of these 
are friends of friends of mine in Brus-'' 
sels and other parts of Belgium. 

We live in barracks, sleeping on an 
apology for a mattress stuffed with 
sea weed, which will contain about 40 
men. I mean the barracks contain 40 
men, not the mattresses. We jostle 
for our food around a common kettle. 

Meals invariably are as follows: at 
6.15, coffee and bread. At 12 chunks 
of meat and soup, at 6, more chunks 
of meat and a mixture of potatoes and 
black beans, very palatable. 

An average day begins at 6. There 
is an appelle at 6.15 at which everyone 
must be present, then coiTee and bread. 
You are then free until 8 to wash, 
shave, etc. At 8 the classes com- 
mence, either guns or horses. These 
continue until 11. You are then free 
until 2 P. M. when the other class com- 
mences. either guns or horses and con- 
tinues until 4. ’Tis then the custom 
to take a shower and tidy up, in gen- 
eral; at 6 is another appelle, after 
which you can either eat in camp or 
else leave the grounds and eat at a 
nearby cafe. At 9, you must be in 
camp and lights out by 9.30. 

Being free to leave camp doesn’t 
mean much because there is little of 
interest near here. Eu and Treport 
are the nearest towns, they are not 
much but permit of a change of diet. 

In general the camp is clean and 
there are ample accommodations for 
keeping oneself clean, showers, etc. 
The work is interesting, a bit difficult 
for me. as naturally the technical 
terms are in French, but I shall soon 
get the hang and hope to be away by

President Early Speaks Plainly About Existing 
Conditions at Meeting oi Aldermen

A sharp attack on the Edison Elec- 
tric f.’ompany for rotten poles and 
destruction of shade trees was easily 
the leading feature of the meeting of 
the aldermen last .Monday evening. 
President Bernard Early left the chair 
to protest against the passage of or- 
ders granting the Edison and Tele- 
phone Companies any additional pole 
rights in this city unless the shade 
trees were properly protected. .Mr. 
Early said that the condition of doz- 
ens of shadd trees on Lowell avenue 
were a disgrace to the city and that 
something ought to be done to give 
one man the pow’er, and responsibility 
of preventing such conditions to oc- 
cur in the future. Forest Commis- 
sioner Colton was called upon and 
said that his department was help- 
less to prevent the burning of the 
trees, altho no city shade tree could 
be ent without his permission. He 
said that the poles on Lowell avenue 
were rotten and that high tension 
wi.es were allowed to come in con- 
tact with the trees in consequence. 
Orders granting attachments on Cali- 
fornia street to the Edison Co., and a 
relocation of pole of the Telephone 
Company on Centre street were re- 
committed In consequence of .Mr. 
Early’s protest. 

Aldermen Kendrick. .McCarthy, and 
Tuttle were absent and Pre’sident 
Early was in the chair. 

Hearings were held on the proposed 
drainage of South Meadow swamp, on 
laying out of Sawaco road, and for 
taking sewer in Neholden road at 
which no one appeared. 

Benjamin Gilflx. Philip Shriberg. 
Miss Ross Gilflx, and Miss .May 
O’Brien all favored the construction 
of curbing on West street, and 12 per- 
sons rose when called upon to show 
that they favored the project. 

Hon. Seward W. Jones and Mr. T. H. 
Piser favored the laying out of .Mof- 
fat road, Waban, under the better- 
ment act, and the construction of a 
sewer. 

F. W. Rane. as Treasurer of the 
Boston Market Gardening Company, 
had no objection to improving the 
street and acceptance by the city of 
the part of Moffat road, where the 
people lived, but objected to laying 
out the atreet from Chestnut street, 
which would include the Company’s 
property. The proposition as he wish- 
ed to present it to the Board was 
regarding the question as to whether 
this is the opportune time for incurr- 
ing this extraordinary expense. As 
a matter of fact the road is poor, but 
nothing has ever been done to it ex- 
cept what the Boston Market Garden- 
ing Co. has done, some of the people 
employed by the company living along 
the road. It seemed to him a hard- 
ship on the Company to have this 
extra obligation forced upon them at 


I the present time. In these war 
times, conditions are different than in 
ordinary times. The company has 
large bonds to meet, labor is high 
and inefficient; coal, which is need- 
ed in large quantities to run green- 
j houses, is high; glass costs three 
times a.s much as it did a year ago. 
1 He believed It was a great question 
as to whether it was advisable for the 
city to incur these extraordinary ex- 
penses when we are facing a world 
war. and no one know’s what th« 
taxes will be. nor whether there will 
be coal and other supplies enongh tt 
j meet our requirements. 

.Mayor Childs sent in recommenda- 
tions for water mains in various 
streets, for settlement of two small 
claims, for Improvements at the City 
Home, for additional appropriations 
in several departments including 
iniOJ for curbing on California street. 
He also sent in the appointment of 
Chas. H: Hathaway. Jr., as a measurer 
of wood. 

Petitions for various private ga- 
rages were granted and the following 
petitions received: John Lynch for 
wagon license. .M. E. P. Sloan for 
transfer of Intelligence office license 
to Channing street. Edison Co. for 
attachments on California street 
for street sprinkling on Dart- 
mouth street and Monadnock road, for 
laying out of Hobart road extension, 
and of Prentice road, for telephone 
poles on South street and Hunnewell 
avenue, for Edison and Telephone 
poles on Chestnut street, and claim of 
VVm. H. .Mague of $12,000 for property 
destroyed by fire set from a city dump. 

Mr. B. A. Noyce offered to give land 
to city for widening at Centre and 
Clark streets as recommended by the 
Planning Board. 

On recommendation of committees 
leave to withdraw was granted on 
claim of H. J. Rourke on account of 
damages to clothing by tarvia, to L. 
L. Bird for pool room at 322 Centre 
street, and to P. A. Garabedian for 
taxi cab licenses. The committee re-

EDITORIAL 


President Early calls attention to 
a most important matter nt the meet-. 
Ing this week’ of the aldermen when 
he urged a greater responsibility for ' 
some city oflicinl over high tension I 
wires and pole construction. Few | 
persons realize the enormous growth , 
of electrical work in this city, and j 
the tremendous detailed oversight j 
which must he exercised by the In-| 
speclor of Wires, who is also the I'hief 
of the Fire Dopl.

July 15th, After that one generally 
passes 2 or 3 weeks en formation with 
a battery before getting definitely as- 
signed to the front. Wo of tlie Ecole 
Regimentaire ate more or less privi- 
leged and do not have horse-cleaning, 
etc,, to perform which is a blessing 
and one 1 wont enjoy if 1 am trans- 
ferred to the cavalry. 

I will take back wliat I told you re- 
garding food and will allow you tasend 
me anything you care to in the line 
of confitures, jiottcd meats, etc. They 
help along and make the bread slide 
down the gullet more easily. Don’t 
send much at any one lime as it might 
get lost on tlie way and might spoil 
here. Eggs are not worth while, 1 can 
get all I need here at nearby farm 
houses. Two things 1 wish you would 
send me are (1) u tube of tooth paste 
and (2) jiaper. 

And tliere you are, my soldier life 
commenced! I shall soon have enough 
of this place and shall hope to he sent 
out to a regular battery as soon as 
possible. Rut that can’t he before 2 
mos. at tlie earliest. .Now .is It’s get- 
ting dark and as there ire 3 Flem- 
mings in the room arf aing in their 
native lingo, I shall resist until to- 
morrow. 

On arising this morning I find the 
warm sjiell gone and a heavy damp 
fog blowing in across the plain from 
the ocean, all of which tends to make 
camp life less agreeable. Nevertheless 
1 managi*;! to crawl from my blankets 
in time for roll call. In a few minutes 
we are ofi’ to the stables to liarness up 
and tile day’s work commences. 

Write as often as you cun and tell 
me of all the ineparations for war go 
ing on at home. 1 am glad and so is 
evei'vone else liere that the I’. S. has 
decided to mureh against the Posclie.

Fur- 
thermore. we will all of us face the 
necessity for the utmost economy if 
we are to get by In the days that are 
right ahead of us. We have no money 
to waste on drink. Neither have w’e 
any energy to waste that way. 

In the second place, I believe in It 
as a matter of fair play. Everybody 
else is having to make sacrifices for 
the W’ar. What is more, people who 
get their living out of luxuries are 
being forced out of business. Why 
should w’e make the liquor business a 
privileged class? I feel like saying 
to every business that is producing 
things that can be done w’ithout: It 
is your part In this w’ar to find some 
other way of getting a living until we 
get out from under the shadow’s of 
W’ar. 

“Our consumption must be reduced.” 
says Herbert Hoover. In a public 
statement on the food situation. ‘‘The 
public should give up nonessentials.” 
says How’ard Elliott, one of the com- 
mittee of railroad men now’ controlling 
the country’s transportation. ‘‘It Is 
going to be a great deal more import- 
ant for this country to move food, 
fuel, iron and the like than to move 
luxuries.” These are w’lse counselors, 
and they know’ that a penny saved is a 
penny turned to the defeat of Ger- 
many.

An American Born Woman of 
Conspicuous Achievement. 

ATTENDS FRIEND AND FOE. 


Daughter of Paron Stevens of Hoston 
Married an Engiish NoLiicm ,m and 
Founded a Hospital T. at Did Re- 
markable Service In Sorvia. 

The .Viistn* nmiu.Mi uiM g.n epiimeiit 
ha.s made |ml II • a lilglv olllelol Irilmtc 
to the P(M’vl(i'.< rendered in Servla by 
Lady Paget and lier hospital. It Is 
one of the rare eeeaslons in this great 
war in which one belligerent nnllon 
hjis said a kind wonl. even In the 
name of hmnanlly. about tlie subject 
of an v'noiny nation. 

I>ndy I’agef’s hosivltal work In Servin 
l.q well known to .Vmerlenns. for she 
labored in direct eo-operatiim with tlio 
Anierlean Red Cross. Says the report: 

"Even under the Servian regime It 
was thanks to Lady ragofs mission

among our prisoners that the epidemic 
of typhus did not have more victims. 
In her hospital she continually nursed 
70 per cent of our soldiers. Those who 
recovered were well nourished and giv- 
en clean linen and shoes before they 
were sent to the prison camp. The at- 
tendants in her hospital she recruited 
entirely out of our soldiers, who were 
well fed and housed. She nlw'nys gave 
them clean linen, good clothes and good 
shoe.s. Lady Paget repeatedly visited 
our prison camp and did all she could 
to Induce the Servians to be humane in 
their treatment of our people. The 
lady her.self was the soul of the mis- 
sion. 

".Vs n re.sult of I^dy Paget’s friend- 
ly treatment of the Austro-Hungarian 
prisoners she became the victim of sus- 
picion in England and had to Justify 
herself in u London meeting. 'I'here 
she dc'clared— for we have reaul the 
speech v. ld- li she made there— tliat she 
Would eonlinue her activity and if the 
standp(»int that she took was not ac- 
ceptable she wtnild giv» up her post a.s 
the leader of tills uilsslon." 

Lady I'aget is American born, the 
daughter of Paran Stevens, at one 
time owner of the Treinont House in 
Bo.'-ton. Her husliand is Oeneral Sir 
Arthur H. I’aget. Lady 1‘agot’s bene- 
facthms have been reinarkalile. Dur- 
ing the IloiT war she eipiipped a hos- 
filial sldp and called it the .Maine. She 
iua«le a great collection of furniture of 
the iKM-ind of James I. for the James- 
town exiMisition. She inis lieen ex- 
tremely popr.lar in Itritisli s«ielety, par- 
ileularly in the reign of Edward VII.

.\ow York State Women’s Suffrage 
i’arty In one day secured women suf- 
frage auhscrihers for $410,000 worth of 
Ronds. Good work for one organiza- 
tion. Women who hold ttovernment 
War Ronds in large or small amounts, 
realize their proprietorship in the 
(JoYornment and in the war. We be- 
corrte conscious members of our dc- 
moerhey when we aid it in a material 
way. Secretary of the Treasury. Mc- 
Adoo, who is a suffragist, tritely 
says: "Kvery man and women who 
buys a $50 Bond la performing a ser- 
vice.” 

.Massachusetts suffragists are ac- 
tively pushing the sale of Liberty 
Bonds. .Mrs. George W. Perkins at 
the Woman Suffrage Headquarters. 
586 Boylstou street. Boston, will pro- 
vide me necessary application blanks 
•for bond purchasers. This is au\op- 
portiinlty to buy a bond and jirncti- 
cally show how suffrage, service and 
liberty are co-relnted. 

' The work of the stny-by-the-job man 
and woman was not only necessary 
to Great Britain and France for car- 
rying on the war. it was practically 
identical. To account one sex, there- 
fore, ns entitled to a vote, and the 
other not. by old-fashioned measure- 
ments of service In war-time, has been 
proved impractical and unscientific. 

Tlie same pro.si)ect unrolls before 
the United States. Men needed to till 
fields and make munitions are to be 
kept at their jobs. They will be sup- 
plemented by women. Can any sane 
person argue that of two people serv- 
ing their country, side by side, the one 
should be taken as a voter and the 
other left? The selective draft bill, 
instigated by men. advocated by men 
and pushed to a conclusion by men 
Is on every count a vindication of the 
justice of giving woman a vote in war 
time. 

A pleasant side-light upon Miss 
Jeannette Rankin was given in a 
s’peech made at the annual meeting 
of the Massachusetts Woman Suffrage 
Association the other day by Mrs. Min- 
nie Dwight of Holyoke. 

Mrs. Dwight lately visited Washing- 
ton. D. C., and while there she had a 
talk with Congressman Treadwell of 
Massachusetts. He told her that no 
new Representative in Congress had 
ever made so fine an impression up- 
on the other members in so short a 
time as Miss Rankin. 

"She is always womanly in every- 
thing that she does." he said, "and at 
the same time she is always the Rep- 
resentative from Montana, perfectly 
competent for all her Congressional 
duties. The other members go over 
to her seat to visit her and consult 
with her about public measures, just 
as they do with one another.” 

“Does she ever go over to visit 
them?” asked .Mrs. Dwight. 

"She has had no chance to, as yet,” 
answered Congressman Treadwell,” 
for there is always a waiting list of 
them wanting to talk with her.”

James Callowhill, who was born in 
Worcester. England. April 18, 1838, 

ami who died last week (June 8) in 
Newton Centre, Mass., was a distin- 
guished ceramic artist. As a young 
man lie studied art at the South Ken- 
sington School, and after graduation 
tliere lie was for some thirty-one years 
engaged in art work at tlie Royal Wor- 
cester porcelain works in Worcester. 
He was the chief designer and mana- 
ger of the designing department for 
many years at the Royal Worcester 
factory. His great versatility was 
shown there in the varied styles of 
work he was engaged in. among these 
being the Limoges enamels on under- 
glaze blue, tlie so-called Raphaelesque, 
and the ivory and gold work which he 
originated. 

The first American buyers 'of his 
ceramic work were the Richard Briggs 
Company of Boston, then located in 
School street. Mr. Callowhill had a 
succc.ssfiil period of landscape jialnt- j 
ing in oil.s, working mostly in .Norili { 
Wales ami the soutli of England. HCj 
was tlien one of a group of several 
artists in und around Worcester, 
among iliese men being Tliomas Brock, 
H. A., the sculptor, Benjamin W. Lead- 
er. it. .\.. the well known landscape 
painter, ami David Bates, also a land- 
scapist. 

In ISSt; .Mr. Callowhill came to 
America wiili his family, consisting of 
hi.s wife ami eight children. The one 
great wtnk of recent years hy which 
lie will l)c chiefly remembered is the 
illustrated catalogue of the famous 
Walters (ollection of Baltimore. Mr. 
Callowhill. assisted by his tliree sons, 
made all the watercolor drawings for 
this reniaikuljle catalogue at the Wal- 
lers house in Baltimore, wliere tlie 
great collection of Oriental porce- 
lains ih installed. The work was pub- 
lished liy I.. I'rang Ai Co. A copy of 
tills (clclirated hook is now in tlie 
Boston I'ulilic Idhrury, The first 
drawing for ilie catalogue was made 
from the fuiiious "peachhlow” vase, 
and .Mr. Walters at once decided after 
S ’ ing iliai drawing to have the en- 
tire v.ork tlono. .Mr. Callowhill was a

STREET RAILWAY FARES 

Contiined Hearing Before Public Service 
Commission 


There was a formidable array of 
counsel at the continued hearing last 
Monday morning before the Public 
Service Commission on the applica- 
tion of the Middlesex & Boston for an 
increase in rates of fare to seven and 
eight cents. 

Hon. James H. Vahey, a member of 
the arbitration board which had re- 
cently granted the men a substantial 
Increase In wages was the first speak- 
er and said that he felt the Company 
needed financial relief, altho he had 
no opinion as to how it should be 
raised. He believed that the public 
was getting more for its money under 
present rates than it should get. The 
five cent rate he declared was a 
“fetish” In Massachusetts and doesn’t 
do Justice to the stockholders. He be- 
lieved the present management war 
efficient, honest and economical to the 
last degree, the overhead charges are 
remarkably small. He did not believe 
it fair to the Investors to drive the 
company into a receivership. On 
cross examination Mr. Vahey said he 
did not believe it was good Judgment 
for the Company to take over the 
Newton & Boston road and he didn’t 
approve of payments to the Norum- 
bega Park Co. nor the Holding Com- 
pany plan. He felt however that the 
Company ought not to be seriously 
censured if allowed a small dividend 
to Its stockholders even if the require- 
ments of the depreciation account 
were not fully met. 

General Manager George M. Cox 
was the next witness and for the rest 
of the hearing which lasted until five 
o’clock, was the target of questions 
from Representative J. Weston Al- 
len, the first of the many lawyers 
who were anxious to have him ex- 
plain the mass of detail figures which 
had been prepared by the Company. 
The questions were of all sorts, some 
pertinent to the subject and some 
which seemed to he a waste of val- 
uable time. The general impression 
of the cross examination .was about as 
follows: Tlie payrolls of the com- 

pany had increased from $299,293 in 
1911 to $421,150 In 1917. .Non-union 
men were treated the same as union 
men in the recent adjustment of 
wages. The Campany purchased ris- 
ing $100,000 61 materials the past year, 
about 21 per cent of its general ex- 
penses. It had gone to its scrap pile 
for repair parts quite frequently the 
past two years and made an estimated 
saving thereby of about $4500 in a 
six months’ period. .Mr. Cox said that 
the scrap pile had saved the Company 
from going out of business for the 
past twelve months and when counsel 
tried to make him prove this state- 
ment, the Chairman smoothed the mat- 
ter over by saying that the commis- 
sion understood Mr. Cox’s “pictures- 
que language.” The estimated de- 
ficit of the Company June 30 was 
about $3000 for the year. No mater- 
ial increase in business was antici- 
pated on account of the discontinu- 
ance of railroad trains. Strip tickets 
were objectionable and every one, in

And the wrong connection 
was made, because the rij^ht number was nut what either of 
the speakers guessetl — it was 3261. 

'J'liis illustrates one fretpient cause of wron^ numhers, 
namely, the transposition of dij^its in the j^uessing of numhers. 
It is so easy to do this that we ask our operators to repeat 
each call distinctly, so that tliey may he correcteil in any errors 
due to misunderstanding.

SPEl'IAL AID NOTES 

Tho open mooting of tho Nowton 
Branch of tho Spocinl Aid Socloty for 
Amorienn Propnrodnoss was hold last 
FTIday aftornoon in Channlng Chnroh 
parlors, and was «haractorlzod by a 
sorlona oarnoatnoss which spoaks woll 
for tho dignity and pormanonce of the 
organization. 

Tho mooting was opened by Mis. 
Harry H. Powers. President of the 
Newton Branoh. Tho report of tho 
secretary, Mrs. George Owen, was 
followed by that of the treasurer. Miss 
Maude Henry, the latter show’lng the 
society on n sound financial basis. 

Mrs. Edward M. Moore, chairman of 
the Work Committee, reported a total 
of 978 articles made during fhe past 
four w’eeks. This is a smaller show- 
ing than that of the previous month, 
largely because many women are 
leaving for tho summer; and also the 
character of the work la changing, 
and more time is required to produce 
a garment which, however, counts 
only ns one. 

Mrs. Ralph C. Henry of the Social 
Service Committee, said the encour- 
agement of Food Production had been 
their work during tho past few weeks, 
and now' it is Food Conservation. The 
canning w’ill be done by experts. The 
products will be sold next winter, or 
given away, as seems wisest. 

Mrs. Powers said a call had come 
for volunteers to go to the camp at 
Framingham to do mending for the 
soldiers, a number responding to Mrs. 
Charles D. Kepner for that purpose. 
Very efficient work was done which 
w'as greatly appreciated by the sol- 
diers. 

Mrs. S. Hardy Mitchell, chairman of 
the Aid Society Committee which' 
works In connection with the Newton 
Public Safety Committee, told of the 
value of co-ordinating the Aid soci- 
eties of Newton, and of the great serv- 
ice such a committee could be. She 
paid a pleasant tribute to the effi- 
ciency of Mr. W’m. F. Garcelon In his 
work on the Public Safety Committee, 
and emphasized the value of the get- 
together spirit. 

Mrs. H. D. Heathfield, president of 
the Woman’s Seaman’s Friend Soci- 
ety, spoke of the outfitting of the 
Navy Hospitals at Chelsea and Ports- 
mouth, work that the Red Cross could 
not do. The hospitals, she said, are 
nearly full. Help Is greatly needed In 
the Welfare work for the sailors. Any- 
one wishing to help could contribute 
the refreshments, costing from $5.00 
to $8.00 for an evening’s entertain- 
ment. $15.00 will provide a profes- 
sional entertainer. Those unable to 
knit or to sew could help here. 

Chaplain Arthur Stone of the 
Charlestown Navy Yard was next in- 
troduced. He spoke of the monoton- 
ous. unnatural life of the young sail- 
ors in their enforced Inactivity, and 
emphasized what Mrs. Heathfield had 
already said about the need of enter- 
tainment. 

He said it would be a valuable ser- 
vice if the boys could be Invited to 
suburban homes for week-ends. The 
loan of automobiles for the use of 
convalescents in the hospitals, also, 
would be much appreciated. 

At the close of the meeting, many 
remained to speak with Chaplain 
Stone, and to give their names for 
this form of service. 

Mrs. Powers next introduced Miss 
Elizabeth Norton, daughter of the late 
Charles Eliot Norton, who gave a 
graphic picture of the destitution of 
the small hospitals in remote sections 
of France away from the firing line. 

Having recently returned from a 
tour of inspection of hospital condi- 
tions, she said the situation of the 
soldiers In these hospitals Is sad be- 
yond belief, and the misery extreme. 

There is great lack of proper sani- 
tation, and a scarcity of bedding and 
surgical instruments. Many conva- 
lescent soldiers are unable to leave 
the hospitals for lack of clothing, so 
great is the destitution of the coun- 
try. 

Miss Norton closed by urging all to 
work with all their might, and to give 
to the extent of their ability. 

Miss Kendrick of the Vocational 
High School read a report regarding 
the free instruction In Canning and 
Economical Cooking at the school 
building, and the formation of classes 
for the purpose. She said the school 
was willing and anxious to co-operate 
in every possible way. 

The meeting W'as well attended, 
many being present from out of town. 
Among them were Mrs. H. D. 
Cormerais. wife of Capt. Cormerais of 
Co. C, .Mrs. Arthur Hosmer of West 
.Newton, .Mrs. S. Hardy Mitchell of 
Newton Centre, and .Mrs. Harry Dana 
I’riest of .-\ul)urndalc.

THHIFT HINT.S FOR THE 
HOl’MEWlFE 


IxUs of housewives live where they 
can’t attend lectures on food economy 
and learn about calories and protoids. 
So they have to Invent their own lit- 
tle dodges for household thrift. One 
of them, since she has begun work 
for the war, has sent in these notes: 

Save paper and string. If you live 
in the city, carry homo your own par- 
cels when you can. thereby saving 
the machinery of trade. 

Stamp out waste In the household. 
Set up a stock kettle If you haven’t 
already, and pop Into It waste bits, 
hones, tough scraps of meat, the 
coarse parts of vegetables, bits of 
bread. 

Never boll peas In water and throw 
the water away. Steam them dry in a 
double boiler and preserve all their 
strength. There is a fiat double holl- 
er measuring perhaps 12 inches 
across, something like a chafing dish 
— that does this admirably. 

Bake carrots In casserole with a 
little water, butter and milk. So you 
keep their juices. 

Do not throw away the outer leaves 
and stump of lettuce. Put them into 
the stock kettle or the greens. 

Delicious greens are a mixture of 
“pusley," milkweek tips, mustard and 
pigweed. 

Have you chard in your garden and 
New Zealand spinach? You can keep 
cutting them all summer, for greens. 

Here is what we have been giving 
the Belgians to live on: 

Flour, 10 ounces, or bread, 12 
ounces. 

Rice, 1 1-2 ounces. 

Dried peas or beans, 2-3 ounces. 

Sugar, 1-3 ounce. 

Bacon or lard, 1 ounce. 

Salt and coffee (mostly chickory) 
amounting to another ounce. 

This is a day’s food for one person. 
It is all some Belgians get, except the 
little garden stuff that they can raise 
in the little land there is left them. 
This ration costs seven cents a day. 
Families have been living on it for 
nearly three years. 

Meantime, it has cost the people of 
these United States, to supply this 
food, just three-tenths of one per cent, 
of the national liquor bill during the 
same period. Three cents spent on 
Belgium for each ten dollars spent on 
booze! 

Don’t fuss if flour does soar in 
price. There are plenty of other 
grains — corn and rye and rice — and 
some of them will stay reasonably 
cheap. .Moreover, they are just as 
nutritious as white flour. Half the 
people in the world never eat wheat 
flour and wouldn’t know a loaf of 
bread if they saw It. Half the rest 
eat mostly rye and corn. And they 
all live through It. So also can we. 

Don't waste a bit of fat! "What can- 
not be eaten can be made into nitro- 
glycerine. ^ 

In fact all dynamite and nitro- 
glycerine are made from fat. That is 
why, even at the beginning of the war 
the Germans felt the pinch first in a 
lack of fat in their food.^ 

The animal fats are hound to be 
scarce. Learn, therefore, to use the 
vegetable fats and oils instead. If you 
don’t like cotton seed oil, which is 
not only cheap, but one of the most 
nutritious substances known, there 
are excellent brands of corn oil on 
the market and excellent forms of but- 
ter made from nut oils. Peanut but- 
ter mixed half and half with any cook- 
ing fat is a great deal better than 
nothing. Moreover, in proportion to 
its nutriment, it is one of the cheap- 
est of all foods.

EQUAL SUFFRAGE NOTES 

"Equal pay for equal work ” will bo 
adopted by Washington business men, 
with reference to the women who take 
the places of men called to military 
duty. This assurance has come to 
the National American Woman Suf- 
frage Association from the Washing- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, among 
others, in reply to Mrs. Carrie Chap- 
man Catt’s recent appeal to 500 
Chambers of Commerce for protection 
of women workers against war time 
industrial dangers of long hours and 
under pay. In her letter, Mrs. Catt 
urged “that work performed, not the 
sex of the worker, should determine 
the rate of pay.” and called attention 
to the injury to Industrial standards 
resulting from the competition of low 
paid women labor. "Through our 
state and local organizations all over 
the country and our special commit- 
tees appointed for the purpose." she 
continues, “we shall do our utmost 
to induce women to hold to the prop- 
er standards of help and economic 
well-being." Favorable action has 
been taken by a number of other 
Chambers of Commerce over the 
country. 

Reports of the good work that the 
New York women are doing in prep- 
aration for the fall campaign are con- 
stantly coming to Massachusetts 
Headquarters. The last piece of news 
Is that the Nassau County Woman 
Suffrage party has been entrusted 
with the work of taking the -war 
census in Nassau because of their 
efficient organization. Frank L. 
Crocker, chairman of the Nassau 
County Defence Committee says: 

“It would take men at least ten 
days, and probably longer, to ship 
Into shape a system for the work. The 
Suffrage party has this section so 
mapped out that there Is a competent 
staff ready at a moment’s notice. And 
the fact that they will do the work 
without cost to the state is a factor. 
The work of taking the census Is 
highly important to the suffragists, 
and will undoubtedly have a great In- 
fluence on the election next fall.” 

If the women’s votes were so in- 
fluential in the last presidential 
election, even when we had fewer 
States, how much more powerful 
they will be in the next! This makes 
the pressure upon Congress for the 
Federal Amendment ten-fold strong- 
er. Women will have to be en- 
franchised, and "neither party can 
afford to let the other fellow do it." 

It took the crying need of eleven 
nations at war to bring women’s war 
service to public attention as a na- 
tional asset. Against the waste in- 
volved in such governmental obtuse- 
ness and slowness, American suf- 
fragists protest as America enters 
upon the world war. Women recog- 
nize swiftly that such waste is an in- 
evitable concomitant of women’s po- 
litical disability. Excluding woman 
from political recognition, putting her 
in a political class with criminals and 
imbeciles, excludes governmental rec- 
ognition of her economic and profes- 
sional capacity. Learning to think of 
her cheaply as a political asset, the 
Government inevitably thinks of her 
cheaply as an economic asset. 

Suffragists have in no way condi- 
tioned their offer of service to the Na- 
tion. Nor will they. But the question 
is, since this country is going to need 
women in all the capacities expected 
of voting citizens, why does not the 
Government strengthen that efficiency 
as rapidly as possible by making wo- 
men politically responsible? Why 
does It not do It for its own sake? 
When all inhibition of power may be 
of serious consequence to national 
efficiency in a time of great need, why 
does not America take steps to avoid 
the delays of the other great nations 
in the political recognition of women? 

Why does she not do It for Ameri- 
ca’s sake?

A FESTIVE IDEA. 

This Fetchinp Way of Arranging Your 
Dining Tabla. 

It Is a new idea now among observ- 
ing housewives to have, instead of the 
round or square luncheon cloth, one 
long runner for the square or oblong 
table, with enough lurgo and small 
dollies matching U to fill in along the 
sides. Of course both ends of the ta- 
ble are covered by the ruuner. an ex- 
cellent Idea when part of the meal is 
served from the table instpnd of from 
the "side.’’

Above, Ob either side, arise the an- 
gels. singing praises and anthems to 
Him who, in glistening white, is en- 
throned as the Saviour bidding to 
come unto Him the weary and the 
laden.
